Their 
State chairman says that in Indiana the Progres- 
sives generally will support the President. In 
New Jersey and Maine the Progressives will di- 
vide. 

The national committee cannot deliver the party 
to Mr. Hughes. Many of the members recognize 
that much of the economic program of the Pro- 
gressives is similar to that of the Democrats, and 
a good deal of it has been enacted. Others resent 
being sold out by their candidate, and the thor- 
oughly ‘sincere Progressives, who revolted against 
the domination of the Republican party by the 
bosses, appreciate the fact that the bosses are as 
potent as ever in the management of the G. O. P.

| Immediate Home Rule for Ireland 


A LLOYD-GEORGE VICTORY. 

Washington Times: Acceptance by the Na- 
tionalist conference of Lloyd-George’s modified 
home rule scheme, which excludes six Ulster coun- 
ties from its provisions, calls attention anew to 
the remarkable success as a conciliator of this 
strong man of the Asquith Cabinet. The vote of 
nearly two to one shows the heartiness with: which 
Lloyd-George’s proposal was indorsed. by those 
who were expected to fight shy of it. Following 
a favorable vote of the Unionists, the action of the 
Ulsterites presages final adoption of the proposal. 

Lloyd-George is proving his right to a title 
applied to one of the noteworthy figures of Amer- 
ican history—the Great Pacificator. But of what 
a different temper is this earnest, incisive, sym- 
pathetic, wise Welshman! Who would have be- 
lieved, when he sponsored the budget reforms 
which brought him the enmity of the established 
classes of the empire, that he would so soon be 
their champion against malcontents? 


Henry Clay was a born mediator, but Lloyd-

While David Lloyd-George ha’ been the Ambas-_ 
sador between the Cabinet and the Irish factions, 
his part in bringing about the settlement should 
not be overestimated. The Sinn Fein insurrec- 
tion compelled the Government to take notice of 
conditions to which they had been blinded. Sir 
Edward Carson was no readier than John Red- 
mond to realize the truth that something must be 
done quickly to remove the chief cause of Irish 
discontent. His Ulster supporters at their con- 
vention agreed to the quiet establishment of an 
Irish Parliament if it excluded the counties of 
Antrim (including Belfast), Armagh, Down, Derry, 
Tyrone and Fermanagh. Mr. Redmond called a 
convention which was attended by nearly a thou- 
sand delegates, and by a vote of 475 to 265 they 
have agreed to the exclusion of the six counties.

THE ULSTER SETTLEMENT. 

Philadelphia Press: The acceptance of ex- 
clusion of six Ulster counties from the jurisdiction 
of an Irish Parliament in Dublin probably means 
that home rule for the rest of Ireland will soon go 
into effect. There are nine counties in Ulster. 
Of these three—Donegal, Monaghan and Cavan— 
are so overwhelmingly Catholic and Nationalist 
that no serious proposal to exclude them was ever 
made by Sir Edward Carson and his followers. 
Some extremists among the Orangemen threat- 
ened coercion of their Ulster neighbors in these 
counties to compel them to go along with the rest 
of the province. But this proposal was regarded as 
an absurdity. 

During the critical period of the Ulster ques- 
tion, when civil war was threatened, the Carson- 
ites claimed nothing more than exclusion for six 
counties. Two of these—Tyrone and Fermanagh— 
were debatable. Their population includes a ma- 
jority of Nationalists, but Sir Edward Carson 
and his followers and supporters in England and 
Ireland insisted that the property rights and busi- 
ness interests of the minority far exceeded the 
similar possessions of the majority. Excluding 
the absentee landlords, like the Duke of Aber- 
corn in Tyrone, this delegation was vigorously 
contested. 

The situation at the present moment is no less 
paradoxical than any that has. ever arisen in Ire- 
land. Following the Sinn Fein insurrection in 
Dublin, amidst the horror aroused in both En- 
giand and Ireland by the military executions, the 
British Government was brought to a realization 
of the blunder that had been made in postponing | 
the establishing of an Irish Parliament until after | 
the war. Premier Asquith, on his visit to Dub- 
lin, convinced himself that a belief in the bad) 
faith of the Government had been produced by the 
tactics which caused the shelving of the home rule |, 
act after it had become a law.

Mahy Women in Mourning and 
Young Widows Everywhere 
T is true, of course, that one sees 
many women in mourning, but that is 
not uncommon at any time in a large 
European city. (In the Sunday crowds, 
as great as ever, one sees no black, for 
obvious reasons.) The number of pret- 
ty young widows is noticeable (I am 
told the French girls are appalled), and 
their number is supplemented by many 
equally pretty young women of another 
genre, who find the fashion provocative. 

Nor is the number of wounded s0l- 
diers hobbling about extraordinary. One 
sees w@ few every day, of course, but 
many more reformes (disabled, often in 
gome unseen way; for further duty) and 
officers and soldiers home on their six 
days’ lexve. So far, outside of the 
great military hospital, Val de, Grace, 
I have seen but one yictim of the war 
to excite a’thrill of repulsion or even 
pity; a General whose left eye was cov- 
ered by a black patch and whose face 
was horribly concave. But he was walk- 
ing about very briskly. If they have 
anything left they seem to be quite 
happy. 

One of the lift boys in the Hotel de 
Crillon has a wooden leg, to which he 
attaches a boot in honor of the dinner 
hour, but he wears the croix de guerre 
and the medaille militaire on his breast. 
and, although his pale, well-bred face 


j never lights up with a smile, he is an 


exception. It !s some satisfaction to re- 
fiect that he will probably make a for- 
tune in tips. | 

Someone asked me if I did not miss 
the gayety of the old Paris streets, but 
although I have visited Paris many 
times, do not recall that people ever 
went about singing and laughing; even 
in Paris they would probably have been 
arrested as lunatics if they had. I knew 
nothing of the night life, or of Mont- 
martre, but certainly the only differ- 
ence I observe is that the Champs 
Elysees, the Place de la Concorde and 
the exclusive shopping streets behind 
the hotels are—on weekdays—less crowd- 
ed than of old. The American horde is 
at home and the most frivolous Par- 
isienne is at work. 


Great Paris Shop Where Few 
Women in Black Are Seen 
HE Rue de la Rivoli is quite as 
7 crowded as ever, and if one- wants 
to experience an illusion of Paris 
before the war he has only to visit the 
Galleries Lafayette. This vast building 
swarms from top to bottom, and the 
street in front looks like Sixth avenue. 
The only difference within is that girls 
have taken the place of men. The few 
reformes on duty look like islets in a 
surging tide; Prophetic of social. Paris 
after the war! And it is astonishing 
how few of the women that one sees 
in this great shop wear mourning. Pos- 
sibly this may be explained by the fact 
that the men are now permitted to come 
home on a six days’ leave, and the wom- 
en strain their slender resources to look 
charming in theeyes of their husbands 
and lovers. Moreover, the American 
women are always dashing in to replen- 
ish their. exhausted wardrobes, a bit at 

a time. 

On the other hand, out here in Passy, 
where I have settled myself,.there is no 
sound but the twittering of birds (they 
don’t sing) In the acacia and chestnut 
trees and the oc@sional high humming 
of an aeroplane. But even in my room 
at the Crillon I usd to wonder at night 
if I were not realy in the heart of the 
country. One thing has certainly de- 
parted—the night voloe of Paris, that 
deep unintermittet roar of many ve- 
hicles. While thee are stil} a few pri- 
vate motors to be seen, and all the 
taxicabs that necegity demands, one can 
now cross a strett without looking in 
four directions at once, and the Bois 
and the Champs Elysees, while by no 
means deserted, ate far from being the 
congested thoroughfares of yore. And 
while Paris is by to means gay to look 
at by night, there te quite enough street 
lamps to enable the jate diner-out to 
find his way home¢ without mishap. The 
taxicabs, by the Way, are driven by 
elderly men or formes, and enforce 
resignation: 

It is hard to belive that the Ritz ever 
was deserted, althaigh they tell me that 
it is only Just nd jooking up. There 
is no doubt that § is wide awake. The 
dining room is paiked at the luncheon 
hour and the faflous corridor at tea 


time. Yesterday ai ¢ o’clock there must 
have been # peop, waiting behind the 
closed glass doors for empty tables. Of

About eight years ago she 
married brilliantly, but since the war 
she has scarcely Jeft Paris for a day 
and spends a part of each in her of- 
fice in the Hotel de Crillon. She is 
on something like 14 committees, but 
the one in which she plays the most 
important role is the Oeuvre du Col- 
dat Blesse Ou Malade. This oeuvre 
which is under the patronage of the 
Minister. of War, undertakes to sup- 
ply certain surgeons at the front, as 
rapidly as demanded, with every- 
thing from linoleum (for the operat- 
ing table) to pajamas; from choco- 
late and tobacco to wheel chairs (her 
depot out near Passy gives one some 
idea of the manifold demands of sur- 
geons at the front!) but although 
this oeuvre kas such names on its 
committee as Mrs. Sharp, the wife of 
the ..-merican .mbassador, Mrs. Tuck 
(who, with her husband, is said to 
have given to the various oeuvres 
and hospitals and refugee hostels of 
I'pance 1,000,000 during the last 
year alone, aside from personal serv- 
ice), the Baroness Edouard de Roth- 
schild, Mrs. John W. Garrett of Balti- 
more, who sends a case by every 
steamer, and Mrs. James Hazen Hyde, 
the demands upon these women from 
all quarters are unceasing, and the 
cry is for money and still more mon- 
ey. 

Money Needed for Hospital Work. 

The monster at the front is insatia- 
ble, and, in spite of all the peace talk 
in America, grows hungrier every day. 
The Germans wound more than they 
Kill, and both humanity and wisdom 
direct that these men shal] be re- 
stored to usefulness as quickly as 
possible. To do this effectively takes 
money, money, money. It is, indeed, a 
race of life with death, and one won- 
ders why all the United States is not 
emptying its pockets as much in its 
own interest as in that of this brave 
country which is putting up the most 
tremendous fight against the greatest 
odds that the world has ever known, 
If the United States could guess but 
half of the truth appeals would be 
unnecessary. 

Many of the American women here 
give every cent of their income except 
what is necessary to keep themselves 
in condition for their work. Mrs. Rob- 
ert Bliss of the American embassy 
gives enormous sums and works un- 
tiringly. A week ago last Sunday Mr. 
TIaceaci (of New York) took me to 
Versailles to see a sanatorium for 
some 40 of the refugee children, sup- 
ported by Mrs. Lliss, but of that an- 
other time.

Display in West Wing Will Show 
Art Done by Many St. 
Louisans. ~

The City Art Museau foday will open 
new>exhibitions, both of special 
local in and creditable to the art 

appreciation of St. Louis. 

The annual exhibition of paintings 
owned in St. Louis was being hung yes- 
terday, in galley 1, in the east wing of 
the building on Art Hill, in Forest 
Park. This annual display started sev- 
eral years ago, has been an eye-opener 
for those both near and far who depre- 
ciated the spirit and taste of this city. 

This year the collection represents the 
famous Barbizon group of French art- 
ists, and its concentrated interest gives 
it a special value of its own. These 
pictures represent a great phase of art, 
which has given the dominant note to 
many important art collections of this 
country for the last quarter of a cen- 

A little group of French painters was 
brought together by fate in the neigh- 
borhood of the Forest of Fontainebleu 
and the little village of Barbizon, not 
very far from Paris, in the earlier part 
of the Nineteenth Century. They 
worked together, to some .extent, and 
learned from one another, and in a 
way combined their genius and formed 
a “school” or movement that has cut a 
considerable figure. The feeling and 
sentiment and new way of seeing na- 
ture, which they worked into their 
paintings, caused a revolution in the 
world’s art. Later, their masterpieces 


' became the envy even of the wealthiest 


art collectors, everywhere. Not only 
were they emulated by other sincere 
artists, but imitations of their works 
abound, and have been sold for high 
prices. 

One of the stock bits of art gossip is 
the old “bromide” saying, that there 
are more Corots and Diazes in the 
‘United States alone than these men 
painted in all their lives. Despite this 
fact, fine examples of these masters 
bear upon their faces such characteris- 
tics as make them unmistakable to the 
trained eye, and then, too, the history 
ef the more impressive canvasses is 
perfectly known. The Corots, Dupres, 
Roussegus, Daubignies, Diaze, Troyons, 
Millets, which now find their way into 
the collections of the discriminating and 
the wary, are for the most part pedi- 
greed pictures. 

Silver Corot Owned by Bixby. 

. The Barbizon painters are fairly well 
represented in the private art galleries 
of St. Louis, as is shown by the new 
exhibition at the musem. There are 
very beautiful examples, —_ WW x 
Bixby’s silver Corot, “The Shepherds,” 
would, of course, honor any gallery, and 
this eminent connoisseur’s other pictures 
now lent to the public all have the 
character of genius stamped into them. 

The St. Louis exhibitors, besides Bh. 
by, are George Warren Brown, Peyton 
T. Carr, Daniel Catlin, Mrs. Benjamin

tractive walls of galleries 80 and 381, in 
the west wing of the museum.

Tt is very likely that no better ex- 
hibition of paintings made in St. Louis 
has ever been brought together, than 
this “traveling exhibition of works by 
painters and sculptors of St. Louis,” al- 
though {ft is confined chiefly to the pro- 
ductions of the last few months. The 
traveling exhibition is one of the ed- 
ucational activities of the St. Louls Art 
League. After a month at the museum 
it will go to other exhibition places, and 
make an extended tour. Reports of for- 
mer art league traveling exhibitions, 
from cities where they have been shown, 
have made it clear that they constitute 
a valuable form of advertising for St. 
Louls. 

It is not generally known that there 
are several hundred producing artists in 
the local directory of the St. Louis Art 
League, but it is an interesting fact. 
This ia in addition te hundreds who have 
had technical instruction in art, but do 
mot devote their talents to its produc- 
dion.

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HOW CITY'S NEW 
INDUSTRIAL HOM 
FOR BOYS 15 RUN 


Methods at Bellefontaine Farm | 
Latest Known to Science of 
Social Welfare. 


‘HOUSE MOTHER’ FOR LADS 


‘Father’ for Them, Too; Farm 
Work and Schools; Young- 
sters Seldom Run Away. 


Members of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians Wednesday made an inspec- 
tion trip over the city’s new industrial 
home for boys at the Bellefontaine 
farm on the bluffs overlooking the Mis- 
souri River, 15 miles north of St. Louis, 


accompanied by newspaper reporters. 

The institution was authorized in 1913 
and-opened last October. It is designed 
to meet the special needs of St. Louis 
in caring for delinquents and near-de- 
linquents who are brought before the 
Juvenile Court. 

The methods in use are the latest 
known to the science of social welfare. 
John W. Major is the superintendent. 
There are now 78 inmates, committed 
for indefinite terms, ranging from six to 
18 months. After being discharged the 
boys are made wards of the Juvenile 
Court. 

The Bellefontaine farm is the result 
of conditions which have come about in 
the city’s care of delinquent children in 
the last 50 years. In 1855 the House of 
Refuge was established. Its purpose 
was to care for delinquent children. The 
methods used were the téaching of 
trades in the shoe shop, broom -factory 
and laundry. The inmates were treat- 
ed as prisoners, kept behind walls, and 
restrictions placed on them. 

By this work it was found that the 
city was duplicating exactly the work 
of the State reformatory at Boonville, 
only in St. Louis the boys and girls 
were held at the same institution, while 
the State has separate reformatories, 
girls being sent to Chillicothe. 

Stady Made by Experts. 

Social service experts studied the srit- 
vation and made recommendations, re- 
sulting in the Bellefontaine farm. Here 
boys under 14 years of age are sent, 
after being committed by: the Juvenile 
Court. Older boys are sent to Boon- 
ville, and girls are still ca:ed for, along 
with negroes and those white children 
who cannot be accommodated at the 
farm, at the old House of Refuge, now 
the Industrial School, at Virginia and 
Osage streets, South St. Louis. 

At the Industrial School there are now 
12 white girls and 2% white boys, 16 ne- 
gro girls and 4 negro boys. The plan 
is to care for all delinquent children, 
whites and negroes, at the farm as soon 
as the accommodations are made, 

At Bellefontaine farm the boys live 
in ‘“‘cottages” or dormatories, each ac- 
commodating about %, and under the 
supervision of a “house mother’ and 
“father.” There are three dormatories 
and each is divided into two units four 
the special care of boys of certain ages 
and characteristics. A schoo] is main- 
tained in each cottage, the teacher 
being selected by the Board of Educa- 
tion and a specif] course of study is 
mapped out. This feature of having the 
city Board of Education supervise the 
instruction at the school has been de- 
clared a model~by social welfare au- 
thorities all over the country. 

Boys De Farm Werk, 

All the work on the farm is done by 
boys. They work in groups, directed 
by the head farmer and his assistants. 
One squad is detailed to prepare the 
fcod each day. Another is detailed as 
a dining room force, 

The evenings are spent with the 
“house father’ and “‘mother’’ in the 
living rooms. The attempt is made to 
emphasize the idea of home life. Supt. 
Major says the boys seldom run away, 
although they are not closely watched 
and can do so at any tim-. He told 
of one of the chronic runaways from 
the old Industrial School, who, when 
taken to the farm, had never attempted 
to leave. A merit system is in practice 
whereby when a certain number of 
credits is obtained the boy is allowed 
to return home. 

The farm contains 360 acres, 200 of 
which are -in cultivation. After sev- 
eral years the products of the land 
are expected to help considerably in 
paying the running expenses of the in- 
stitution. The farm was made >ossible 
by the appropriation,.of $150,000 from the 
city’s general revenue fund in 1913. 
About $65,000 was used in purchcsing 
the land and perfecting tities. The ro- 
mainder was spent in buildings and im- 
provements. Later $13,000 was appro- 
priated and last year $50,000 was turned 


tution. 

It is estimated that $50,000 a year ‘is 
necessary to maintain the farm. The 
immediate needs are new buildings for 
the housing of the negroes and then a 
division for girls. 

The institution is under the direction 
of the Board of Children’s Guardians, 
composed of George H. Williams, chai-- 
man; Philip C. Scanlan, vice-chairman: 
BE. A. Hildenbrandt, secretary: C. G. 
Rathman, Irvin V. Barth, Frank G. 
Eaton and Joseph P. Hartnett. They 
are appointed by the Mayor for four 
years and serve without pay.

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man. He saw that there was no 
straight and certain road on the field 
of glory, and went back from the 
ravaged battle ground of France to 
his atte at Woolwich, his mind 
Engtished once again, his ambition re- 
vived, his will in supreme command. 
They say that he cume in for a wig- 
ging at the hands of the Duke of 
Cambridge for having dared to serve 
under the tricolor; and the old Duke, 
so constant a worshiper at St. Anne’s, 
Soho, was not a pleasant person to 
face, particularly on a gouty after- 
noon, in the gloom of the old War 
Office. If Kitchener really did come 
in for that dressing down, we must 
think that it hurt, particularly as he 
returned from the s:tricken field after 
a sharp attack of pleurisy. M. Cler- 
mont Ganneau, a companion of his 
after years, says that K. of K. stood 
up to the old Duke and said: “I 
understood, sir, that I should not be 
wanted for some time; I don’t like 
being idle; and I thought perhaps I 
might learn something.” We wonder. 

Whether he stood up to the Duke, 
and whether he ascended in a French 
balloon during the war, one thing at 
least is certain, that he learned & les- 
son in France which was a lesson for 
life. He learned the value of science, 
the superiority of purpose and pre- 
cision over emotion and rapture; and, 
this lesson chiming with his natural 
disposition, he returned to Woolwich 
in good heart for the future and 
worked like a dray horse till he had 


Ipassed his examination and became 


a commissioned sapper. This was in 
January, 1871, five months before he 
came of age. 

I will now tell the two worst stories 
I know about Kitchener, and get rid 
as quickly as possible of this par- 
ticular aspect of his character. One 
is of Egypt and one of South Africa; 
both are: true. 3 

It happened that Kitchener, during 
his Egyptian command, wanted a cer- 
tain bridge to be built, and sent for 
an engineer to give him his orders. 
When the command was finished, he 
added, “I will inspect the bridge on 
,’ naming a certain date. The 
engineer expressed his doubt 
whether the bridge could-possibly be 
finished in so short a time, He was 
told that on that day Kitchener would 


icome to the spot and if the bridge 


was not finished there would be 
| trouble. There the interview ended. 


Unpleasant Story About Him. ~ 

The engineer set off on his labor 
of Hercules. He was young, devoted 
and. ambitious. He worked. by night 
and by day, did incredible things,.and 
at the moment when Kitchener ar- 
rived had everything ready for in- 
spection. His eyes shining with pleas- 
ure, his face wet with perspiration, 
his hands still grimed with the 
anxious work of last touches, he ad- 
vanced, to Kitchener, saluted, and 
said, with a smile: “Well, sir, we've 
just managed to do it in time.” The 
only answer he received. the dreadful 
eyes. fixed upon him, the voice cold 
with authority, was this: “Yes; but 
you ought not to appear before me 
unshaved.” 

This is what I call the Prussian 
element in Kitchener’s character, and 
for myself I hate it so much, detest 
it so spiritually that I would give 
much to add to my story that the 
engineer threw the piece of cotton 
waste, on which he was wiping his 
dirty hands, straight into K.’s face, 
even if one had to record that he was 
subsequently: buried in close proximity 
to his bridge. Nevertheless, I remind 
myself that Kitchenér was a man bur- 
dened with responsibility, that the 
East is not good for the liver, and 
that perhaps something had occurred 
that day to put him out. But I don’t 
like hear that when this story was 
retold to Kitchener in after years he 


laughed heartily. It would have been 
rather nice to record that he covered 
his face with his hands. 

The other story is this, During the 
war in South Africa it was necessary on 
a certain occasion for Kitchener to make 
a quick and highly perilous journey by 
train. A daring and high-spirited young- 


ster volunteered to drive the engine. The 
journey was accomplighed. The volun- 


teer driver, delighted that he had got 
the great General safely through most 
dangerous country, said to Kitchener as 
the chief of staff passed him standing 
beside his sweating engine: ‘“We weren’t 
vety long, sir, were we?" To which 
K. of K. replied, scarcely looking at 
him: ‘You'll have to be quicker going 
back.”’ 
Well, it’s horrid and odious and un- 
civilized, but this is undeniable, that 
such a spirit does get things done, and 
without such a spirit no man perhaps 
could produce efficiency over «a tremen- 
dously wide and infinitely difficult field. 
Kitchener, I think, was not brutal by na- 
ture, but, as we have said, had acquired 
brutality in the course of his journéy 
from a big job .to a bigger, and from a 
bigger to a still bigger. 
Of his personal courage there can be 
no question, nor of his sacrifice of him- 
self in the pub:ic interest. If he had 
spared no man, never did he spare him- 
self. If he exposed other men to dan- 
ger, he himself in the face of the most 
imminent death remained calm and indif- 
ferent. During a serious time in Egypt 
he was sitting one evening with some 
friends in the courtyard of his house 
when a fanatic suddenly sprang through 
the dusk into the midst of the group 
and, waving his right hand above his 
head, seemed as if he were about to 
hurl a bomb straight at Kitchener's 
head. Kitchener, I am told by two 
persons who were present, never moved 
a muscle, never turned a hair. He re- 
mained exactly as he had been a mo- 
ment before, occupying his chair as if it 
were a throne, and showing not the 
smallest concern for his safety. The 
madman, who carried no bomb, was 
caught and removed, and K. of K. went. 
on with the conversation. 
A German officer who accompanied the 
British troops in Egypt sald of Kitchen- 
er: “Personal danger does not seem 
to exist for him, although he has nothing

The committee in charge of the cam- 
paign to raise $200,000 for a new North 
Side Y. M. C. A. held a special meet- 
ing yesterday and decided to extend 
the time for the collection of the fund 
from eight days to two weeks.

FREE BRIDGE IS “AD” ON

[TRAIN ‘ROUTING CHANGED 


Preparations for Move Begun 
Early in Morning—Intense 
Heat Causes Discomfort.

NEVADA, Mo., July 1.—A Battery of 
St. Louis started for the border about 
6:30 o’clock this evening. Capt. Rum- 
bold’ and his artillerymen, left their 
camp grounds in the middle of the aft- 
ernoon, while the fires of noon mess 
and the cremated rubbish piles still 
smouldered. 

Following hours of intense activity, 
with much cheering, and many dem- 
onstrations,, the men entrained and 
started south. Intense heat prevailed 
in Camp Clark today, and the St, 
Louisans did not see how they could 
meet worse heat at the border. 

It was learned after the troop trains 
left here that they were routed through 
Kansas City. This was taken by some 
here to mean that Laredo, Tex., the 
supposed destination of the Missouri 
units, might not, after all, be their heaa- 
quarters, and that El Paso or some 
other border point west of Laredo had 
been chosen by the War Department as 
their destination. 

With A Battery went B Battery of 
Kansas City and C Battery of Inde- 
pendence, the three batteries forming 


2 battalion under command of Maj.¥7 


Edward M. Slayton of Independence. 
A Battery entrained with 153 men and 
five officers. B Battery, under Capt. 
A. J. Elliott, had 152 men and five 
officers. C Battery, under Capt. John 
Miles, had 141 men and five officers, 
and A Company, Signal Corps of Kan- 
sas City, which also left today, had 
75 men and three officers. It is under 
Capt. Ruby D. Gartett. 
B Troop Still Waits. 

A train of two sections carried the 
troopers, A Battery going in the sec- 
ond section. The going of the tat- 
tery leaves B Troop, cavalry, the only 
St. Louis organization in the camp. 
The troop has had no orders to move. 

Preparations began early this morn- 
ing for the entrainment of the three 
batteries and the signal corps. By 6 
o'clock teams were busy hauling the 
field guns and caissons into position 
in front of the tenting grounds of the 
batteries. Immediately after breakfast 
mess the men were set at striking their 
tents and packing their personal equip- 
ment. A Battery, under Capt. Rum- 
bold, showed the greatest expedition 
and in a short time had its grounds 
on the crest of the hill, at the most 
distant part of the field, cleared of all 
but the cook and mess tents and mucn 
of its luggage loaded The other bat- 
teries were only a little behind the 
St. Louis artillerymen. 

Squads of men with teams hauled 
the guns and ammunition caissions to 
the camp railroad station. The load- 
ing of these heavy pieces of field 
equipment was hard work. Eight or 
ten men would seize a gun or caisson 
by the wheels and with a lusty “heave- 
ho,”’ they would roll the piece up the 
incline to the station platform, then 
on a flat car, one man guiding the 
tongue.” 

The wheels then had to be blocked 
and braced so the pieces stood rigid 
upon the cars. It required 14 flat cars 
to carry the guns, caissons and wagons 
of B and C Batteries B Battery_guns 
already were loaded, never hayitig been 
taken off the cars after. the arrival 
of the battery at Camp Clark. 

Equipment of Men. 

Many wagon loads of luggage were 
hauled to the station before the men 
broke .camp. Among ‘this were the 
hayefsacks, blanket rolls and other 
equipment of the men, ‘which were .re- 
distributed to the men upon their ar- 
rival at the station for entrainment. 

Extra equipmént was distributed to 
the artillerymen yesterday. Each man 
received two pairs of shoes, four pairs 
of socks and two suits of underwear. 
Besides this, the men carried bed sacks, 
“shelter halves,"” mes outfits and 45- 
caliber Colt automatic pistols. The 
equipment, including uniforms, was in 
good order.

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BERLIN BELIEVES: 
FIGHTING 1S NEAR 
ULIMAX IN WEST 


German Staff Is Prepared to 
Meet Unprecedented Shock 
on English Front. 


CONFIDENT OF OUTCOME 


Declare It Will Not Be Necessary 
to Pull One Man Away 
From Verdun.

BERLIN, via Amsterdam, Thursday, 
June 29, via London, July 1.—Ger- 
many is awaiting and prepared for 
the first hard shock expected from 
the English offensive. In thunderous 
notes heard for scores of. miles a gi- 
gantic, brazen-throated artillery or- 
chestra began two days ago what is 
believed to be the opening prelude 
of the great British onslaught. 

The German general staff from its 
headquarters have prepared to meet 
a shock such as the German lines on 
the English front have never received 
before. The German public have been 
made expectant by the long an- 
nounced coming of the British of- 
fensive, and is prepared to hear of 
hard fighting. 

The newspapers for the last two days 
have been Ccarying big headlines of 
the expected English offensive and 
“English offensive about to begin” 
and “On eve of English offensive.” 

The general staff appears to be 
well advised as to what is going on 
behind the English trenches. For 
many days from fliers and other 
sources of information have been re- 
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ported activities and preparations 
behind the British front. Signs sig- 
nificant and easily readable to the 
highly trained general staff officers 
there are indications that the Ger- 
man general staff is not underesti- 
mating the English strength now 
ready, nor the force and shock of 
the blows it may be able to deliver 
against the German lines. 

It is well known that the British 
now have a vast army available, a 
tremendous mass of artillery and 
enormous quantities of ammunition 
that have been piling up for months. 
There is besides high respect for the 
bravery and bulldog tenacity of the 
English soldier, and all due credit is 


initiative. 


The next four to six weeks, it is 
believed here, will see the high-water 
mark of the war so far as the fight- 
ing on these fronts is concerned. 
In responsible quarters no one will 
predict what will develop. So far, 
however, there continues unshaken 
confidence that Germany will hold 
her own on all fronts. The general 
belief is that a general and concert- 
ed Russian-Italian-French-Enaglish 
offensive on all fronts will not now 
materialized. 

The Russian offensive, it is claimed, 
has been brought to a4 standstill on 
the entire line except a portion of 
Bukowina, which is admittedly a pas- 
sable barrier. Gen. Linsingen’s count- 
er offensive is regarded as seriously 
threatening the Russian lines north- 
ward of Sokal. 

The English offensive was forced 
earlier than planned by the critical 
situation of the French at Verdun, 
the fate of which may be determined 
by the next German attack. Notwith- 
standing numerous reports of the 
checks and defeatg of the German 
Crown Prince, os Sem of German 
losses by the hundreds of thousands, 
events have proven the correctness of 
my dispatches early in April from the 
German front near Verdun to the 
effect that the Crown Prince was 
advancing his lines very slowly but 
with glacier-like steadiness. 

The Russian offensive ‘will not 
cause the Germans to pull a man 
away from Verdun. Nor is it likely 
that the English offensive—certainly 
not in the earlier stages—will force 
the Germans to give UP their objec- 
tive goal at Verdun or divert their 
forces from there.

BERLIN SAID TO HAVE IGNORED 
S, REQUEST IN SUSSEX CASE 


Bermstorff Declared to Have Re- 
ported, Washington Has Heard 
Defense Was Fraud. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 1—The 
Providence Journal will say tomorrow: 
“The German Government has abso- 
lutely ignored the request of Ambas- 
sador Gerard for information concern- 
ing the character of punishment inflicted 
on the commander of the submarine 
that attempted to sink the steamship 

Sussex. 

"The reason for this attitude is that 
Germany has been notified by Ambas- 
sador von Bernstorff that information 
has reached the Government of the 
United States proving the whole Sus- 
sex defense of the German Government 
to be a deliberate fraud from beginning 
to end and every explanation, from the 
story of the mysterious sketches made 
uboard the submarine to the declaration 
that the commander of the boat had 
been punished, has been a wilfu! false- 
hood. 

“The truth is that the officer who 
commanded the submarine which tried 
tc destroy the Sussex, a First Lieuten- 
ant, has never been on German soil or 
in communication with the German Ad- 
miralty or Government since the day 
the wholesale murder of channel pas- 
sengers was attempted. 

“This officer has been impriconed and 
still 's imprisoned in the city of Edin- 
burgh, where he was taken by way of 
the port of Rosyth, the day after the 
Sussex was torpedoed. With him is con. 
fined his second in command, a junior 
navigating officer, and the only other 
commissioned officer on board the sub- 
marine.”

PETROGRAD, via Lendon, July_1— 
Russian treops centinue to drivo back 
the Austro-Hungarian army in the 
region south of the Dneister River in 
Galicia, says the Rugsian official state- 
ment isgued today. Many places south 
of Kolomea, the important railroad 
point, whose capture was announced 
yesterday, have been occupied by the 
forces of Emperor Nicholas. It is an- 
nouneed that on June 28 and 2 Gen. 
Letchitzky took prisoner 306 officers 
and 14,6574 men, making a total of 817,- 
000 Austro-Hungarians captured since 
June 4 

The statement says: 

“Our left wing continues to drive back 
the enemy over a front situated south 


jof the Dniester and has occupied many 


places to the south of Kalomea. 

“Northwest of Kelomea, our troops, 
after a violent engagement. threw back 
the enemy in the direction of the heights 
near the village of Brezova and as a 
result of a brilliant attack took a por- 
tion of the heights. 

“Northwest of Kimpolung the enemy 
attempted to take the offensive, but was 
pushed back toward the west of that 
region. We, following closely, have 
taken, after some fighting, several strong 
positions in the mountains. 

“The number of prisoners taken oy 

the army of Gen. Letchitzky during the 
28th and 2th of June was 306 officers 
and 14,574 men. Four guns and 30 ma- 
chine guns were captured. The total 
number of prisoners taken from June 4 
to June 30 inclusive amounts to 217,000 
officers and men. 
“In the region of the Lipa River the 
enemy continues to bombard our front 
with heavy artillery and field artillery. 
We repulsed desperate attacks recently 
made by newly arrived German. troops 
and inflicted heavy losses. Up to now we 
have captured nine officers and 419 men 
in this region. 


Teutons Drive Russians Back at 
Three Points im Volhynia. 
VIENNA, via London, July 1—A war 
office statement issued today reported 
progress for the Austro-German forces 
in Volhynia, with the driving back of 
the Russians south of Ugrinow, west 
of Torchyn, and near Sokul. Russian 
cAvalry that attacked troops of Gen. 
Count von Bothmer near Thyumacs was 

dispersed. 

On the Italian front, says the state- 
ment, the fighting activity in the 
northern sector of the Doberdo Plateau 
has decreased. Artillery fire continues 
in the southern sector of the Carnia 
front. Between the Brento and the 
Etsch, Italian attacks failed. 


Turks Begin Offensive Against HRus- 
sinus in Persia. 

BERLIN, July 1, via London, July 2. 
—Coincidently with the Anglo-French 
offensive, the Turkish second army has 
launched a genéral offensive against 
the Russians in Persia on a front ex- 
tending from Kermanshah to Urumiah 
Lake. ; 


Vienna Denies Russian Claims of 
Men and Guns Captured. 
VIENNA, via Berlin to London, July 1. 
—A statement issued today by war press 
headquarters denies Russian allegations 
regarding the numbers of prisoners 
taken, etc., and deals with the Russian 
report of June 27 especially, which an- 
nouneed that more than 194,000 men had 
been captured together with 219 guns 
and 644 machine guns. The statement 
says thut the Austrians lost at the mast 
from 12 to 2 per cent, dead, wounded 

and prisoners. 

“If we had actually lost 200,000 prison- 
ers,’ says the statement, “it would 
mean that we would not have a single 
scidier left either in Volhynia or on the 
Dniester.

dismissal from the army for attempted 
high treason and resistance to the au- 
thorities, are described in Dutch news- 
papers of Saturday evening. The Ber- 
lin populace fought with sticks against 
the police and military. The soliders 
fired into the crowd, wounding several 
persons, including one soldier. Fifty 

Socialists were arrested. 

A cordon of infantry was thrown about 
Potsdamer platz and pepular assem- 
blies there were prohibited by the gar- 
rison, reinforced by 2400 infantry from 
Breslau. The Berlin police ferce also 
was strengthened.

New House Revenue Measure 
Contains an Anti-Dumping 


MUNITION PLANT 


TAX 


Increases the Return on Income 
Tax and Proposes a Tax 
on Estates. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Creation of 
& nonpartisan Tariff Commission of six 
members, with broad inquisitorial pow- 
ers, is proposed in the general revenue 
bit! introduced today by Democratic 
Leader Kitchin‘of the House. 

The measure, the fruit of many con- 
ferences of Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee and dig- 
cussions with administration officials, 
contemplates raising between $210,090, 600 
and $225,000,000 of additional revenue by 
reclassification of the surtax on in- 
comes, a tax on estates and on war mu- 
nitions plants. The bill will be rushed 
through the House under a special rule 
for a vote next Saturday night. 

The “estate tax’ is what. has been 
called an inheritance tax. It will bring 
in about $19,000,000 the first year and 
$54,000,600 when in full operation. This 
levy is on estates, but not on the inheri- 
tances from an estate. 

Munitions of war will bring in from 


$40,000,000 to $70,000,000 the first year 
under the new bill. 
The Kitchin bill has what, in effect. 


ia an “anti-dumping” feature, but under 
the name of “unfair competition.”’ 

The income tax section reclassifies the 
present income tax law and carries a 
number of changes to make collections 
easier and more certain. 


Tarift Commission Powers. 

The proposed Tariff Commission would 
be empowered to investigate operation 
of the customs laws, including their re- 
lation to the Federal revenue, to put its 
information at the disposal of the Pres- 
ident and Congress committees. Tariff 
relationg with foreign countries and 
matters affecting competition also would 
be subjects of inquiry. Ample powers 
to enforce its subpenaes and orders are 
provided through machinery of . the 
ccurts. 

The income tax section of the bill in- 
creases the normal tax on every indi- 
vidual and corporation to 2 per cent in- 
stead of the present 1 per cent, does not 
lower the $3000—$4000 minimum exemp- 
tion limit, but reclassifies and gradually 
increases the surtax from 1 per cent on 
incomes of $20,000 to $40,000 to 10 per 
cent on all above $500,000. The admin- 
istrative provisions follow generally 
those of existing law. The new rates 
are applicable to the present year. 

Munitions Tax Schedule. 

The new munitions tax imposes this 
schedule of percentages of the gross an- 
nual receipts of manufacturers: Evegy 
person manufacturing gunpowder and 
other explosives, 5 per cent on receipts 
under $1,000,000 and 8 per cent cn all 
above tha® amount; manufacturers of 
cartridges, projectiles, firearms or their 
parts, 2 per cent on gross receipts up 
to $250,000, 3 per cent on recipts $250,000 
- $500,000 to $1,000,000, 4 per cent; 
éuceedivig $1,000,000, 5 per cent. Copper 
smelting, refining or alloying, on gross 
receipts, 1 per cent betweer $25,000 and 
$3,000,000; $1,000,000 to $10,000,000, 2 per cent; 
exceeding $10,000,000, 3 per cent.

No garbage was collected in any part, 
of St. Louis yesterday, the second day 
of the strike by garbage wagon drivers. 
BKighty of the 102 negro drivers joined 
the white men in their demand for $5 
a month, instead of their present salary 
of $0. and some negroes who had prom- 
ised to work under police protection re- 
fused to do so, fearing, they said, that 

they might be beaten later. 

Some dead animals were taken up last 
night by employes of an East St. Louis 
reducing concern, guarced by policemen 
in automobiles. The heat of the last 
two days has rendered this phase of the 
strike situation acute. Those animals 
which could not be’ removed’ were 
eprinkled with disinfectant and deodor- 
izing compounds. 

Ten peiicemen guarded the city stables 
at Vandeventer avenue and Forest Park 
boulevard, and bands of strikers went 
about the neighborhood, but no disturb- 
ance occurred.

THE BRITISH 
IF THEY MAKE EXPECTED 
DRIVE ON GERMAN LINES 


— 


Simonds Points Out Strategic Points Behind German 
Trenches and the Importance of the Railways 
to the Invaders in France. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
(Copyright, 1916, by Press Pub. Co.) 

In this article I am going to set forth 
briefly what would happen if the British 
were presently able to break the German 
lires in Artois and Flanders on the same 
seale that the Russians have broken the 


Austrian lines i: Volhynia, Bukowina 
and Galicia. I do not desire to be yn- 
derstood as making any prophecy that 


the British wil] break the German lines: 
they failed at Neuve Chapelle and at, 
I.00%, after very substantial initial suc- 
cesses, because of an inability to pr<- 
pare for subsequent operations. They 
may fail again. 

The Russian success has established @ 
ne fact in the trench warfare. It has 
demonstrated that, all things consid- 
ered, the attack upon a broad front is 
the most successful method of piercing 
the trench lines of an opponent. It 
Stands in direct contrast to the relative 
failure of all save wne of the attacks 
upon a narrow front, which have be- 
come tre classic form of attempting. to 
change a war of position into a war of 
movement. 

A: Loos the British attacked on @ 

front of some 10 miles, at Neuve Cha- 
pelle on a front of five. In Champagne 
the French attacked in the spring of 
1915 on a front of less than 12 miles, and 
in the autumn on a front of less than 
20 miles. The German attack upon 
Ypres in the same spring and the ovres- 
ent attack upon Verdun both have been 
made upon fronts very circumscribed. 
All of these attacks have gained 
ground; all of them have resulted in 
large captures of men and material: but 
in no case has there been a, permanent 
piercing of the line, although there have 
been temporary punctures, notably by 
the Germans at Ypres, the British at 
I os and the French in the second 
Champagne battle. 
Broad Frontal Attacks Now Favored. 
An absolute success flowing from the 
attack upon a narrow front was scored 
by the Germans more than a year ago 
at the Dunajec. Here they massed a huge 
amount of artillery on a front of little 
more than 10 miles, annihilated the Rus- 
sian trenches, opened a gap in the Rus- 
sian line and poured through. This was 
in the first days of May. It was Sep- 
te-nber before the Russian retreat had 
stopped, and it had covered several hun- 
‘red miles. 

But precisely the same tactics, joined 

with an even greater concentration of 
artillery in front of Verdun, have won 
for the Germans in over four manths 
a net gain of little more than six miles 
on a front of less than ten. To make 
this gain they have sacrificed large 
numbers of men (their losses are cer- 
tainly much higher than the French); 
they have uséd:vast quantities of am- 
munition and used up very large num- 
bers of heavy guns, for the life of a 
heavy gun is ridiculously short. 
Thus we have clearly demonstrated 
the percentage of failure, as compared 
with successes, which has been scored 
by the use of the attack upon the nar- 
row front after tremendous artillery 
coneentration and hitherto unprecedent- 
ed bombardment. As a result there has 
been a very marked trend toward the 
attack on a broad front in the minds of 
those who make and discuss plans of 
cempaign. 

On the British Front. 
Turning now to the British sectors of 
the western front, the actual situation 
is this: From the Yser to the Somme 
the British hold something less than 
99 miles of trenches; south of the Som- 
me and to the Ojse the French uncer 
Foch hold perhaps 90 miles more. Be- 
tween the Yser and the seq the French 
and the Belgians hold rather more than 
15 miles’ Allowing for the curves, the 
whole line may cover 150 miles between 
Noyon and Nieuport. 

Kougnis speaking, the portion of 
ly cover the sectors from which an 
offensive may be expected to move. 
The region occupied by the Belgians, 
supported by the French, is a swamp, 
after two years of inundation. The 
sector in front of Foeh is too strong 
to hold out much hope for a success- 
ful drive. Resting, as the German 
flanks here do, on the fortress of 
Peronne and the Somme marshes at 
the north and the Noyon Hills on the 
south, it Is an exceedingly difficult 
front to break. 

Compared to Russian Advance. 

We have here, then, a front of some- 
thing less than 100 miles, as compared 
with the 200 on which the Russians made 
their great and far successful ad- 
vance of a month ago. Lille at the 
north and Peronne at the south of the 
German front here recall the Austrian 
strongholds of Lutsk and Czernowitz. 
Don’! is in about the same relation to 
Lille that Dubno is to Lutsk. Cambrat 
r. calls the German position facing Tar- 
nopol in the center of the Austro-Ger- 
man front from Pripet to Rumania. 

There is, however, one essential dif- 
ference between the Eastern and West- 
ern situation. In the East the main 
railroads follow an east and west direc- 
tion. The Rugsians, therefore, having 
broken the Austro-German lines, 
marched westward along the railroads. 
But in France the railroads run north 
and south—that is paraljel with not 
perpendicular to, the front. According- 
ly, a successful offensive by the Brit- 
ish, pushed as far as that the Russians 
have carried beyond Lutak toward Ko- 
vel, would cut all the vital ratiroads in 
German possession west of the Olse. 

Were these railroads cut, the Germans 
would have no choice but to retire from 
France; they would be compelled to 
abandon all their positions between the 
Argonne Hills and the Seheidt River, 
and the liberation of France would we 
practically complete. The problem would 
then be whether they would be able to 
form cn a new line from the Argonne 
and the Meuse to the sea, extending 
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uvenue, who was one of the party, 


from Mezieres, through Mauvbeuge to 
Ghent. 
Substantially the situation would 


be this: Going a little north of east. 
the advance would pass through 
Douai and reach Valenciennes, Gcing 
a little south of east, it would pas» 
Cambrai and approach La Cateau. In 
this advance the main  Lille-Paris 
railroad, would be cut at Doual, one 
of the two principal Paris-Brussele 


railroads would be cut at Valen- 
clennes and the other would e 
threatened at Le Cateau. If the ad- 


, Fance could be pushed as far as the 
Russians have pushed their drive 
into Bukowina then Le Cateau would 
be reached and the British would cut 
the ether road to Brussels and the 
main line.of German supply—that 
which comes from Aix-la-Chapelle, 
through Liege and Namur to Le Ca- 
teau and thence to St. Quentin and 
he Fere. 


At Valenciennes the British would be 
far in the rear and to the south of 
Lille; they would be astride the rail- 
road from Lille to Mons and menacing 
the only important line leading into 
Lille from the east, that from Tour- 
nai. In a word, Lille would be as un- 
tenable as was Dubno, after the Rus- 
sians had broken through at Lutsk and 
to the south of Lutsk. To the! south 
Peronne would be similarly threatened 
with dévelopment, if it had not already 
been outflanked by a drive from Albert. 

The Consequences, 

In this situation there would be no 
choice for the Germans. They would 
have to draw badék their lines between 
Noyon and the sea; they would have to 
evacuate Peronne and Lille. But they 
would have to do more than this. At 
Noyon their line turns due east and 
runs to the Meuse before Verdun. The 
sectors of Hoye, La Fere and Laon 
are supplied by the railroads, which the 
British would have cut. They would be 
in the position of the Russian Carpa- 
thian armjes after Mackensen had pen- 
etrated the lines of the Dunajec army 
before Tarnow. 

Given a smashing success, with little 
warning, the Germans in the angle be- 
tween Peronne and Soigssons would be in 
grave danger of being enveloped, they 
would be in a nasty corner and it 
would require extreme skill to draw 
them out, They would, too, have to re- 
tire through broken country and away 
from the lines of railroad by gwhich 
they have been supplied. If the French 
chose the same time to make an at- 
tuck on the Champagne front, this 
would complicate the situation. 

Unless the @ritish offensive shall 
turn the Germans out of France, save 
between the Meuse and the Ardennes, 
it will be a failure. If it does this, 
it will do all that any one can even 
with great optimism hope for. If, in 
addition, it should free a portion of 
Belgium it would be the greatest suc- 
cess of the war and would repay Brit- 
ain for all her disappointments and 
waitings. It would‘also leave Brit- 
ain'a allies little to complain of. But 
it Is unfair to eriticise the British 
for failure to act now; they are fol- 
lowing the lines of a strategy which 
has been devised by all the allies*in 
conference, and their own work is 
laid out for them, not by themselves, 
but by their French and Russian al¢ 
lies in a largwe measure.

COMPOSITE ACCOUNT OF 
CARRIZAL FIGHT BUILT ON 
J. §. SOLDIERS’ STORIES 


_— 


Americans Opposed Greatly Superior Force, 


Which Held Better 


Position — Mexicans 


Fought Bravely and Seemed 
Well Trained. 


By CLAIR KENAMORE, 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO. Tex., July 1.—This is the 
story of the fight at Carrizal, told with- 
out reference to the justice of the op- 
posing sides or the merit of the im- 
mediate contention. Capt. Morey has 
made a formal technical report on the 
engagement and has drawn a map. 
These have been sent to the War De- 
partment and possibly will be given to 
the public some weeks hence. 

This present account is a composite 
of the stories of the negro troopers 
who were taken prisoners by the Mexi- 
cans and later released, and of Lem 
Spilisbury, the Mormon scout. The 
diagram represents the field with fair 
accuracy. 

From technical viewpoint the 
American forces were badly beaten, 
opposing, as they did, from the open 
an enemy much superior in numbers 
and equipment, who was protected to 
a certain extent by trees and an irri- 
gation ditch. Students of military af- 
fairs say that Capt. Boyd, commander 
of Troop C of the Tenth Cavalry and 
ranking officer, would have been jits- 
tified in retiring without giving battle. 
But he did not elect to do this and 
paid with his life for error, if error it 
was. 

' Caranza had ordered that American 
troops were to be allowed to move 
northward only, not east, west or 
south. Capt. Boyd, Capt. Morey of 
Troop K and Lieut. Adair of Troop C, 
with 76 men, were moving due east on 
a scouting expedition, presumably look- 
ing for a deserter and watching for 
bandits. At an irrigation ditch, less 
than a mile from Carrizal, they 
stopped, watered their horses and filled 
canteens. 

Mexicans Along Ditch. 

The ditch on the face of the gray 
desert was a green line of grass and 
trees. Just eastward of it was a bar- 
ren level plain, and 800 yards away lay 
a parallel irrigation ditch with many 
trees and to the right a thick cluster 
of trees. The road proceeded straight 
across the plain. over the ditch and 
then into the little own of Carizal.

After the first conference he 
returned to his men andithen returned 
to the middle of the field again to con- 
fer with Gomez. the commanding gen- 
eral of the Mexicans. 

It is reasonable to believe that the 
Mexican assured htm he would oppose 
with arms any attempt to pass through 
the town, for when Capt. Boyd returned 
he sent his held horses and the led 
horses and pack mules vack beyond the 
first irrigation ditch ana formed his 
men ina skirmish line to advance 
against the Mexicans. The enemy prob- 
ably numbered 300, wel] armed, which 
was more than 76 men could reasonably 
expect tO whip. In addition, Ville 
Ahumada, an army base, was but nine 
miles away, and reinforcements coul¢y 
if needed. cover that distance in an 
hour. How Capt. Boyd hoped to win 
the fight is not clear, but probably the 
explanation that he expected to bluff 
the Mexicans away is the true one. 

At any rate, he took the precaution 
to advance in proper battle formation 
K Troop, under Capt. Morey, he placed 
on his right wing, which was on the 
right side of the road. c Troop was 
his left wing, with Lieut.

Phe Americans advanced by short 
rushes, kneeling to fire a clip of cart- 
ridges at each halt. The fire took a 
heavy toll from the Americans, but 
they advanced with good spirit. Capt. 
Boyd, with great bravery, one might 
Say unnecessary bravery, made for the 
machine gun and was killed directly 
in front of and very near it, leading 
a hopeless charge to silence it. K Troop 
had advanced to within 100 yards of 
the ditch and the men were lying in 
an old road whose surface was a little 
lower than the surrounding country. 
The field, flat as a floor and with vir- 
tually no vegetation, offered no shelter 
and the little depression made by the 
road was welcome. Observing their 
shelter, the Mexicans moved a machine 
gun to the extrem right and 200 yards 
away and soon swept the road with 
an unbearable fire. K Troop broke and 
joined C Troop across the road. By 
this time Capt. Boyd and Lieut. Adair 
were dead and Capt. Morey was wound- 
ed. With a few of his men, Morey 
was retreating southwest, ~when the 
remainder of K Troop crossed the road 
to C Troop. 

Lieut. Adair Dies. 

Lieut. Adair, with an enlisted man, 
had gone to the rear for ammunition 
from the pack mules. He discovered 
then that the enemy had flanked the 
Americans on both flanks and had even 
gained the irrigation ditch in their rear. 
It was in this ditch that Adair took 
his wound and died. 

The condition of the ‘Americans was 
now quite hopeless, not only because 
they were without officers, but because 
they had been beaten off in_ their 
frontal attack, had been flanked and 
thrown out of formation, and were 
virtually surrounded. Fifteen men were 
dead or leveled by wounds, and the 
cavalrymen retreated in the hope of 
gaining: their horses This hope was 
soon lost, as it was seen that the left 
Mexican wing had fired among the 
horses and horse holders until either 
the horses had stampeded or the hold- 
ers had fled the fleld. 

Some of the men were able to cross 
the western ditch and escape to the 
desert, in the hope of regaining the 
American lines. One. band, in which 
was Spillsbury, was captured within 
60 yards of the ditch on the road. 

The American losses were very 
heavy, one half of the eftectives be- 
ing Killed or captured, acording to 
the American troopers. The Mexicans 
handied themselves very soldierly, 
appeared well drilled and refused to 
give way before the American advance 
and firm steady fire. The American 
troops showed great bravery, main- 
tafning the conflict as they did for an 
hour and a half in the open field un- 
dér constant machine gun rifle fire. 
The retreat was all that was left at 
the end, as they were decisively 
beaten. , 

The Mexican losses have not been 
ascertained here, but probably the killed 
exceeded the American mortality, be- 
cause of the superior markemanship 
of the Americans.

AMERICANS FIRST 
TO FIRE, DECLARES 
MEXICAN REPORT 


Carrizal Engagement Resulted 
in Death of 31 Mexicans, Of- 
ficial Account Says. 
FIGHT IS DESCRIBED 
Carranzistas Promoted for ‘‘Con- 
spicuous Bravery” in Action 
Against U. S. Troops. 


By ROBERT MURRAY.

MEXICO CITY, July 1.—Promotion for 


conspicuous bravery in the fight at 
Crrrizal was the reward of the Mexi- 
car. soldiers engaged, according to an 


announcement made yesterday by the 
War Department. At the same time the 
department made public a version of 
the incident supplied in his report by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Genovevo Rivas, 
cummander of the Second Regiment. 
This is Rivas’ account of the fight: 

“Oo .the twenty-first of the present 
month at 7 o’clock in the morning, there 
appeared an American force, composed 
of about 8 or 100 men. By order of 
Gen. Felix Gomez I went to confer 
with the chief of this force to as- 
certain what was its object. The com- 
mander informed me that they came in 
search of a party of bandits which were 
in that vicinity. I answered him that 
there were no bandits infesting that 
locality, because the section was perfect- 
*v guarded by constitutionalist forces. 

Fight if Necessary. 

‘He then said that his troops desired 
to go to Villa Ahumada to looke for a 
deserter, to which I answered that we 
had orders not to permit the advance 
or Americans in any other direction 
save north. To this statement he re- 
piied that, regardless, he had orders 
t> proceed to Villa Ahumada and that 
he would go even if he had to fight. 

‘“T then reported to Gen. Gomez the 
result of my interview. “se then went 
personally to speak with the American 
chief and asked him the same questions 
as I and received the same answers. 

“Gomez gaid that he would regret if 
a conflict took place between the’ forces 
and he suggested waiting for three or 
four hours until the military command- 
er at Juarez could be telegraphed to 
for permission for the Americans to pro- 
ceed to Villa Ahumada. But the ar- 
rogant American chief replied that he 
could lose no more time and that he 
would pass despite us. Gen. Gomez told 
him to do it if he could. 

‘‘After this my General and J] returned 
to where our forces were, the Ameri- 
can officers doing the same. He later 
prepared his cavalry and order A his 
soldiers to advance in line of fra upon 
our soldiers. These latter were the 
Second, Third, Fourth squadrons of the 
Second Regiment, which, mounted, had 
remained deployed in line of fire with- 
out moving. 

Says Americans Fired First. 

“It was the Americans who first 
opened fire at a distance of §% meters. 
This fire was answered briskly by our 
valiant soldiers, 

‘This first firing, later developed into 
a battle which was hot and intense for 
two hours. Our firat line of soldiers re- 
sisted the enemy with valor. Gen. Go- 
mez was killed in the first fire. I took 
general command of the forces and or- 
dered the First Squadron of the Second 
Regiment to advance on the right flank 
of the enemy and the First Regiment 
to the left flank. This movement was 
accomplished precisely and forcibly, the 
enemy fleeing in confusion, abandoning 
their dead, their horses and their arms. 
We took 2 prisoners. Twelve Ameri- 
cans were killed. Our deaths were 431. 
We took from the enemy 31 Mausers, 
39000 cartridges, 31 horses and one sad- 
dle.’’

These are the recruits of the First 
Regiment and A Battery who were dis- 
qualified by the physical examination. 
They have spent 10 days here in the 
camp with the hope of the border be- 
fore them. 

Some Without Carfare. 

They will arrive in St. Louis about 8 
o’clock tomorrow morning. The great- 
est regret of most of them will be that 
it will be daylight, for they will be 
dressed just as they are now. They 
will be unshaven and many will not 
have nickels to pay carfare to their 
homes. ; 

They are victims of a condition which 
made it necessary to discharge them 
without paving them. They will get 
transportation home on the train leav- 
ing Nevada at 9:40 o'clock tonight, but 
they will have to wait for what the 


Government owes them. 

Many of them said today they had 
had nothing to eat since last night, 
and some slept last night in the streets 
of the regiments still here or on the 
Camp Clark prairie. The tentage and 
mess outfits of the First Regiment had 
gone and these rejected men had no 
place to attach themselves. Lieut. Col. 
Hanley, chief of staff for Brig. Gen, 
Clark, said today that he had issued 
orders for the remaining regiments to 
shelter and feed them, extra ratfons 
being provided. 

The men understood that they were 
to be discharged and paid today. This 
afternoon they collected in front of the 
tent of the mustering officer. After 
conaiderable delay they were told dis- 
charges and checks for service would 
be mailed to them. 

No Funds Avaliable. 

Adjt. Gen. O'Meara said the camp 
did not have enough money to pay the 
men. He said only $1000 was available, 
while $3300 was needed. He wired the 
War Department for funds and was ad- 
vised that none were available at this 
time.

KANSAS GIRLS KISS

Notes and Promises to ‘Write 
Sure” Also Exchanged With 
St. Louis Soldiers.

ON BOARD THE FIRST REGIMENT 
SPECIAL, Little Rock, Ark., July 1.— 
The first section of the special train 
carrying the First Regiment, N. G. M., 
of St. Louis, 1070 strong, arrived at Little 
Rock at 2:20 o'clock this afternoon, on 
ite way to the border. The second’ sec- 

tion was following an hour behind. 

The members of the First Regiment 
met the most enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion that so far has greeted them on 
their trip at Coffeyville, Kan., last night 
a’ ll o'clock. Apparently the entire pop- 
ulation of the town was on hand to greet 
the train. The crowd covered the sta- 
tion platform and the adjacent railroad 
yards. As the train stopped at the sta- 
ticn between banked and packed masses 
of humanity, to the accompaniment of 
roaring cheers, the townspeople surged 
about the cars. All kinds and classes 
were there. A _ tattered, gray-haired 
negro stood on a baggage truck ecstat- 
ically waving a large American flag. 
Farther down, automobiles were jammed 
with enthusiastic parties of men and 
wemen, who cheered and “honked” auto 
horns and cheered again. High school 
giris and children from the grade schools 
pushed their way through the crowd to 
pas a word with the militiamen. 

Kisses and Notes. 

Many of the giris indicated their 
willingness to bid the militiamen a per- 
sonal farewell and many of the men took 
full advantage of the occasion to lean 
from car windows and imprint kisses 
upon the lips of blushing Coffeyville 
maidens. Hurritedly penctied notes and 
promises to “write sure” passed between 
the Kansas giris and the Missouri lads. 

The townspeople, during the train's 
half-hour stay, distributed two truck 
loads of sandwiches, oranges and dain- 
ties. They presented flags. which the 
men hung from the windows, giving an 
incongruous holiday appearance to the 
train. : 

Twenty-two oficers, including Col. 
Donnelly and hie staff and officers 
attached to the First Battalion, and 
newspapermen, occupy a Pullman 
sleeper, which is the last car but 
one in the long train. Last night 
after leaving Nevada, the tension in- 
cident to the departure relaxed, and 
military dignity wae lowered enough 
to permit of practical jokes and 
horseplay. These oficers who counted 
themeelves fortunate tn retiring early 
were not allowed to rest undisturbed. 
Lieut. Roland Recuholét, First Bat. 
talion adjutant,’ saw to that. Armed 
with e large can of talcum, he lib- 

besprinkied all within reach. 
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jutant, apparently turned gray in a 
night and William, the negro porter, 
acquired an ashen hue. It was a late 
hour before the uproar of merriment 
subsided.

More Sober Today. 

This morning officers and men 
awoke to find themselves rolling 
through low wooded lands of Arkan- 
sas, along a route parallel to the 
Arkansas River. Not quite so much 
excess vitality and display of animal 
spirit was in evidence this morning 
in the forward coaches, the quarters 
of the enlisted men and non-commis- 
sioned officers. They are beginning 
to feel the wear of the journey and 
lounge apathetitally in their sections 
Some play cards; others read or 
write letters to the girla whom they 
met for first time at Coffeyville, Kas., 
last night. Then, too, they are be- 
ginning to feel that thie is no pleas- 
ure journey, but a business expedi- 
tion with «: grim purpose, and the 
thought aft a sobering effect. 

A reminder of this fact occured 
this morning when blank aluminum 
tags, as big around as a half dollar, 
were distributed. They will be

“Sometimes | Think Life Isn’t

Marion Said. 


WAUKEGAN, Ill., July 1.—The ap- 
parent!y powerful evidences of the 
three white spots allezed to have 
been left on the overcoat of Marion 
Lambert by cyanide of potassium in 
solution. was the subject of attack 
at the trial of William H. Orpet, col- 
lege student, charged with her mur- 
der today. 

It was said by a member of the 
defense forces that a humber of sur- 
prises on this point were in store 
for the State, and that the most start- 
ling -of these would come from the 
witness stand when court, which ad- 
journed over the Fourth of July, was 
called in session next Wednesday. 

Marion, a high school girl who had 
Orpet’s sweetheart, died of 
cyanide of potassium poisoning in 
Helm’s Woods, Feb. 9. Her body was 
recovered the next morning, and an 
inquest held that night. Two mem- 
bers of the Coroner's jury, Alexander 
Allen and George lL. Blan¢hard, tes- 
tified with regard to the coat today. 
They impeached toanextent, the tes- 
timony of Fred i. WenWan, the un- 
dertaker who cared for Marion's body. 
Wentan testified that about 4 p. m., 
on Feb. 10., the three white spots 
were abserved by himsalthough he 
had not noticed them in the forenoon. 
Chemists testified that the spots were 
left by a solution of potassium 
cyanide, and that in this form the 
spots Would not appear until after 
the evaporation of the liquid. 

Jurors Saw No Spots. 

Allen and Blanchard testified that 
at 8 o'clock that night, as jurors, they 
examined the coat and there were 
uv spots on it. The coat was not sent 
to a chemist for examination until 
several weeks after the inquest. 

The testimony of the two jurors was 
prefatory, it was said, to an attempt 
of the defense to prove that the spots 
did not get on the coat through the 
instrumentality either ofeMarion or of 
Orpet. 

Just before court adjourned, James 
H. Wilkerson and Ralph F. Potter, 
counsel for Orpet, obtained an order 
_ from Judge Donnelly impounding the 
garment and forbidding inspection -by 
either side save on court order. Wil- 
kerson then obtained a further order 
for an immediate inspection of the 
garment by the defense. A Chicago 
chemist was presmt and it was said 
he would take advantage of a previous 
order of the court to obtain for analy- 
white deposits on the 
cat.

Adolphus Busch Made a 
‘Tight Wad Pay for Wine 


When Faust’s restaurant closed its 
doors last Friday night and went out 
of business, Broadway yielded another 
trench to the invading forces which are 
carrying the commercial and amuse- 
ment features of St. Louis westward 
with an irresistible drive. 

A generation ago the famous place 
known as ‘“‘Tony Faust’s,’’ at Broadway 
and Elm street, was in the very center 
of the city’s bright light district. Ad- 
joining it on the north and east was the 
Southern Hotel. To the north, on tne 
opposite side of Broadway, were the 
Olympic Theater and the St. James Ho- 
tel 

The Southern was closed about three 
years ago. The St. James was closed 
at noon Friday, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the Olympic Theater will not 
be reopened next season. 

The famous Faust corner, for three 
years or more, has been a desert island, 
while the night Ife of the city was lux- 
criating in a new and attractive © ‘white 
way” in the far western portion of the 
city. 

Purchased by Faust’s Chef. 
After the death of ‘the original Tony 
about 10 years ago, the restau- 

for a time was managed by his 
son. Anton EF. Faust Jr. Later it was 
purchased by the St. Louis Catering 
Co.. which made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to operate all of the high-class 
restaurants in St. Louis. About a year 
azo it was sold to Henry C. Dietz, who 
for many years had been Faust’s chef, 
While many prosperous St. Louisans 
ate their luncheon there, the night busi- 
ness fell off to so great an extent that 
Dietz decided to close the restaurant. 

Thomas Wand of 3854 Page boulevard, 
an undertaker, had eaten at Faust’s 
every day for more than 30 years. Other 
regulars had been customers of the 
place for even a longer period. Wand 
recalls that some of those most fre- 
quently seen in the downstairs dining 
room of the famous: restaurant were 
Adolphus Busoh, Charles Ellermann, 
millionaire malt dealer; Pat Short, man- 
ager of the Olympic Theater; Phil 
Stock, brewer; Albert Sellner and Her- 
man Steinwender, whisky merchants; 
John Sellers, roofer; William A. Stick- 
ney, cigar manufacturer; Chester H. 
Krum, lawyer; Joseph McCullagh, ed- 
itor of the Globe-Democrat; Wililam C. 
Steigers, of the Post-Dispatch; Bart 
Readey, saloon keeper; Charles F. Orth- 
wein, grain exporter and street railway 
magnate: Arthur Gale, wholesale gro- 
cery dealer; Henry Nicolaus, brewer 
and capitalist; Isaac Taylor, architect; 
Dr. Wiliam F. Kier; George W. Allen, 
principal owner of the Southern Hotel, 
and David Nicholson, wholesale grocer. 

Famed All Over World. 

The name and fame of Faust’s 
Restaurant has gone around. the 
world. Travelers in far off lands 
when returing home would tell of 
the good meals and service they got 
there. 

Its proximity to the Southern Hotel, 
the Olympic Theater and the district 
where at one time the downtown gay- 
ety of St. Louis was at it best at- 
tracted many visitors to Faust’s. Its 
glory began to fade when other high- 
class restaurants were esablished in 
more busy sections of the downtown 
district. Though the high standard 
of service was maintained the place 
was run at a loss. 

When the night life of the city was 
centered about Breadway and Wal- 
nut street the Olympic Theater. gave 
its full quota to’ the patronage of 
Faust’s. There were gay and elabo- 
rate after-theater suppers at which 
great actors and actresses often were 
guests of honor. 

Tony Faust himself was a pattern 
of geniality and good cheer and for 
many years his personal contact with 
his guesjg in the character of “Mine 
Host” was one of the attractions 
of the place. He knew his regular cus- 
tomers and gave them personal greet- 
ing. In those days Faust’s closest 
friend was Adolphus Busch, the mul- 
timillionaire brewer. Busch, who was 
fond of the good things of the table 
was a daily visitor to Faust’s until 
his health began to fail, and he al- 
ways spent money lavishly there. 
Busch delighted in devising odd ways 
to make coin pour into the coffers 
of his friend Tony. 

In the southeast corner of the res- 
taurant, on the ground floor, was a 
large table where Busch and his cron- 
les would meet each afternoon. Here 
it was that Busch more than once made 
the then famous “wine tests” which 
added greatly to the profits of the 
place.

Rarely Lost a Bet. 

When with a party whose money 
was fairly clamoring to be spent 
Busch would offer to bet $100, some- 
} times more, that he could identify 
any brand of wine by the taste. When 
the stake was put up he would order 
that glasses be filled from bottles 
of each kind of wine in the house. 
The glasses were then placed in a 
row on the big table and Buech would 
take a sip from each glass, naming 
the brand of wine after doing so. He 
rarely made a mistake ahd whether 
he won or lost he paid for all the 
bottles which had been opened and 
bought drinks all around for the 
crowd. 

Many amusing stories were told about 
the parties which gathered at Faust’s 
with Busch as their host. One had to 
do with a wealthy, but close, St. Louis- 
an, who often “sat in” at the Busch 
table about the time the steins were go- 
ing around. He always offered to pay for 
the drinks, knowing that his offer would 
not be accepted by Busch, who always 
tnsisted of being host. 

“Close” Millionaire “Stuch,” 
One night Busch tipped off the others 
that the “tight wad" would be permitted 
to buy. When he ordered everyone at 
the table said he would take “‘a little 
of the same.” The waiter had been 


coached. When the steins came to the 
table they were filled with an expensive 
brand of champagne. The “close” mil- 
lional e who had ex ted to pay about 


# for’ the round of drinks received a

peared at the Busch table. 

Sometimes the diversion at Faust’s 
took the form of Lucillian feasts, which 
really amounted to eating contests. , 
There is a story still current that a 
rrominent St. Loulsan, now dead, ate 256 
o¥stergs from the half-shell at one sit- 
ting to win a wager, and after pocket- 
ing the money ordered a porterhouse 
steak, potatoes au gratin and a stein of 
beer. / 

Tony Faust’s humor and quaint ways 
were a source of much delight. He him- 
self often acted as host to large parties 
of friends in a private room adjoining 
the restaurant on the second floor. At 
the famous New Year’s eve celebrations 
at Faust’s, the proprietor, his wife and 
members of the family would sit at a 
large table in the center of the main 
dining room. At the stroke of nfidnight 
a waiter would place % bottle of wine 
at each guest’s table, ‘“‘with the com- 
pliments of Mr. Faust.”’ 

Teated Check by Crabs. 

Adjoining the restaurant was Faust’s 
Fulton Market, where many of the deli- 
cacies ‘to be found on the restaurant 
tables were sold to the*general public. 
One of the stories told about Faust has 
to do with a basket of live crabs and 
a check. A certain visitor to the res- 
taurant was in the habit of borrowing 
money from Faust and forgetting to pay 
it back. One day he entered the market 
room with a check and asked Faust to 
cash it. Faust was doubtful as to the 
value of the check. 

“Tf the crabs will take it I'll take it,” 
said Tony. He thrust the check into a 
basket of live crabs. Ordinarily a crab 
will close its claws on anything that 
comes in contact with them, but in 
this case not a claw snapped. 

“That settles it,”’ said Tony. ‘The 
crabs won't take it. I won't take it,’’ 
and he refused to cash the check. This 
gave rise to a story that Faust always 
tested a check by submitting it to the 
judgment of the crabs before cashing it. 

Faust and his high-class chefs devised 
many toothsome dishes and others were 
suggested to them by their customers. 
It was their boast that no order went 
unfilled. 

Joseph Jefferson was the originator 
of an old combination which came 
to be a famous Faust dish. After 
appearing at the Olympic one night 
Jefferson went to Faust’s for his 
midnight super. He thumbed at the 
card while the waiter stood patiently 
by. His appetite was jaded and he 
yearned for something new and un- 
heard of. After much thought he 
said: 

“Bring me quail on saver kraut.” It!

Lee ordered her to burn the girl’s trunk 
and other effects. 

Miss Miller had taught in a number of 
schools in Winsto County and was 
taking a normal dourse at the college. 
her father, accompanied by an attor- 
ney, attended the inquest, and when 
Drs. Dilworth, Acker, Underwood and 
Sims testified that death had been 
caused by an illegal operation he at- 
tempted to attack the accused men.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 1.—The Bxecu- 
tive Board of the University of Missouri, 
in regular monthly meeting yesterday, 
made arrangements for a loan of $50,000 
from the Commerce Trust Co. of Kan- 
sas City, to meet current expenses of 
the university. Columbia banks have 
been carrying this byrden in the past. 
On April 15 of this year it was an- 


nounced that since last October the 
State had been in arrears in paying 
money appropriated to the university by 
the last Legislature and that the insti- 
tution was running on borrowed money. 
President A. Ross Hill a few days later 
issued a statement in which he said that 
the exact indebtedness of the State to 
the. university was $83,227.51. This re- 
sulted in a controversy between Pres 
dent Hill State Auditor Gordon, in 
which the™fatter claimed that there was 
not a State warrant outstanding for as 
much as $1. On the first of May banks 
in Columbia advanced the curators 
enough money to pay the salaries of the 
professors and employes.

to fill out. One was obtained yester- 
day by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

That the league’s secret nature: is 
depended upon to stimulate recruiting 
is shown by the fact that the promise 
is held out to prospective members in 
the application blank that their names 
“shall be known only to the one who 
solicits you and to the Executive Com- 
mittee."" Members in the league are 
known by numbers and not by names, 
the application form shows. 

The league’s secret activities were 
exposed in the Post-Dispatch last Mon- 
day following the attendance of a re- 
porter at one of its meetings for the 
first time. The meeting was held in 
the Odeon, Sunday night, and was ad- 
dressed by C. W. Bibb of Minneapolis, 
who delivered a lengthy tirade against 
the Catholic Church.

ganization of this country. It was first 
won in 1912-1918 by the Yonkers (N. Y.) 
team; in 1913-1914 by the Brooklyn (N. 
Y.) team, and in 1914-1915 and 1916-1916 
by the Bethlehem eleven. 


Bethlehem’s Rise Remarkable. 


The rise in the soccer world of the 
Bethiehem Steel eleven has been me- 
teoric. It was not until the season of 
1913-1914 that the team became promi- 
nent in soccer circles, although the game 
had been played locally for a few years 
before then. Now a certain feature of 
the success of the Bethlehem Steel team 
is due to Charlies M. Schwab, the steel 
magnate. He is a firm believer tn the 
theory ‘That ali work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy.’’ So he en- 
courages athletics among his 25,000 local 
employes. 

In order to more fully providc 
proper facilities, Mr. Schwab has just 
caused to be lIald out an athietic 
field on which he has expended $125,- 
000 in providing a field howvwgse and 
gymnasium, quarter-mile running track, 
soceer field, baseball diamond, tennis

Many Important Changes Tend- 
ing to Perfection Made Since 
Early Automobile Days.

the early btages of the. automobile a 
single chain drive was used from the 


transmission back to the differential. ' 


The power plant was. anthored across 
the frame and under the body. This 
construction was employed #n light 
cars and proved quite satisfactory, 


due to its simplicity. The inaccessibil- 
ity of the motor, however, waé a:sert- 
ous handidap to this kind of constryc- 
tion, and the motor was placed for- 


ward und@ the hood. With the motor 


forward and the transmission anckgr- 
ed in the iframe under the body,’ the 
side chain drive was employed, ‘stiph 
as shown at figure three. 
this method of drive has proved 
highly efficient, nevertheless there 
are’ several objectionable features. 
The chains must be lubricated, and 
being exposed “to ta dust and grit, 
natifally wear -very rapidly and be- 
come noisy. 

The weed of constant adjustment 
and cleaning, together with frequent 
replacement, brought about the uni- 
versal adoption of ‘the shaft drive.

The jack shaft sprockets “K” in 
figure 3 correspond to-sear oheels in 
figure 1.

“DD” takes up the thrust. Many modern 
cars employ this method of drive, which 
has proven quite satisfactory, especially 
in light car construction. 

At figure 2 is shown another sketch 
of drive shaft wherein two universal 
joints are employed and the shaft ex- 
posed, one universal joint being installed 
just forward of the differential, the 
other just back of the transmission, the 
torque rod ‘‘F”’ “G’ -being. used to re- 
lieve the propeller shaft from many un- 
necessary strains and likewise to support 
the axle in proper position under all road 
conditions. One end of the torque rod 
is anchored to the differential housing, 
the other pivoted to a frame cross mem- 
ber. 

At point ‘‘G’’ there is a ball and socket 
connection with heavy springs installed 
above and below the ball and socket of 
the torque rod. These springs are in- 
stalled to afford flexibility and to steady 
the axle housing, thereby preventing its 
tendency to rotate when the power Is 
applied in starting or the brakes applied 
in stopping.

CONTINUES ROAD TESTS 


Road testing, discarded by many au- 
tomobile manufacturers of recent years, 
to cut cost of production, still finds a 
sturdy champion in the Olds Motor 
Works of Lansing, Mich. 

This concern, throughout the 17 years 
of its manufacturing existence, has 
steadily clung to the idea that there is 
but one way effectively and thoroughly 
to test. a finished automobile, i. e., by 
running it over a difficult road for a 
prolonged period at high speed. 

More effectively to attain this object 
a special test track a half mile long 
was built adjacent to the Olds plant 
many years ago, and has been in use 
ever since. ° 

The surface of this track is designed 
to bring out any defects that may be 
concealed in any part of the car. There 
are ruts and bumps, hillocks, stretches 
of sand and gravel, in fine, all sorts 
of natural hazards such as a car would 
encounter in actual road work. 

As a result, when an Oldsmobile test- 
er hands in a car as passed, it is 99.9 a 
safe bet that it is entirely free from 
mechanical error. There is no further 
testing to be done by the subsequent 
buyer. 

So satisfactory has the experience of 
the Olds Motor Works been with road 
testing, that even though the production 
of the concern will go beyond 20,000 cars 
next year, greatly raising the sum total 
of any individual manufacturing item, 
the road test will nevertheless be ad- 
hered to as an indispensable factor in 
Olds production methods.

HARD ECONOMY TEST

To make a medium-weight car ride 
comfortably without jolting and swaying 
is a problem which has been solved by 
the Studebaker engineers. 


Certain types of springs afford easy | 


riding qualities, but allow the body to 
Bway, making the car hard to drive. 
Other springs may be sufficiently rigid 
to make driving less difficult, but be- 
cause of the stiffness of the springs, the 
car is hard riding. 

The problem which the Studebaker en- 
gineers had to solve was how to use long 
and resilient springs, assuring comfort 
to the passengers, and at the same 
time how to support the rear axle in 
such a manner that it would always 
be held rigid and in line, thus assur- 
ing ease in driving. Every purchaser 
now demands an easy-riding car, and 
the increase in the number of women 
drivers also increases the demand for 
& car which can be held to the rough- 
est roads at all speeds with slight ef- 
fort. 

After years of development the Stude- 
baker engineers perfected a strong and 
very resilient spring which was con- 
sidered ideal for the Studebaker car 
In order that this spring might not be 
robbed of its elasticity, radius rods 
were provided on either side extending 
from the rear axle to the middle of 
the frame. These rods take all the 
driving strain off the springs, reduc- 
ing the spring duty to carrying the car. 
The radius rods also hold the rear axle 
in line under all conditions and pre 
vent the rear wheels from whipping 
from side to side. 


Another objection wnich Studebaker 
engineers had to driving the car par- 
tially through the springs was that it 
would involve the only necessary elim- 
ination of the front shackle. This 
would take away the device by which 
a certain amount of unavoidable end- 
sway is absorbed and. prevented from 
being transmitted to the body of the 
car and its occupants. 

In all models of Studebaker cars als» 
a strong torque arm lessefis the strain 
on the universal joints and assures 
safety to the passengers. It has hap- 
pened in cases where cars were not 
equipped with torque arms that the 
ES 


universal joints have broken under the 
strain of a heavy pull, allowing the 
entire propellor shaft to tear its way 
through the tonneau floor. 


NATIONAL PRICE WILL 
BE ADVANCED JULY 1 


INDIANAPOLIS, June %.—According 
to the announcement just made by the 
National factory the price of the Na- 
tional 12-cylinder cars will be increased 
in July. “We have been producing 12- 
cylinder cars for one year,"’ said George 
M. Dickson, general manager of the 
National Co., “and even though our 
costs continued to increase after we 
announced the original price we did not 
increase the price until our year was 
ended.’ Effective next month our price 
must necessarily be advanced. 

“In spite of the fact that the Na- 
tional company is one of the three larg- 
est producers of high-grade cars in the 
country and in spite of the fact that 
during the past yedr they have bullt 
and delivered more than three times as 
many cars than during any previous 
year and in spite of the fact that the 
National factories have been doubled in 
size and doubled in the number of em- 
ployes they cannot continue to sell the 
12-cylinder cars at the present price, 
according to Dickson. “It must neces- 
sarily be increased—there is no alterna- 
tive,” he stated. ‘It would be folly for 
the National company to attempt to 
hold their present price by reducing the 
quality of the material. For, during the 
past year, hundreds of buyers bought 
National twelves, sight unseen. 

“This sales record was possible only 
because these buyers had utmost con- 
fidence in the National factory. After 
16 years of conscientious effort to build 
up this confidence, it would not do for 
National to jeopardize its reputation by 
reducing quality in order to hold a cer- 
tain price. This is why we will increase 
our price in July. Of course, all de- 
tliveries prior to that time will be made 
at the present price. 

‘Practically every piece of material 
that enters into the construction of Na- 
tional 12-cylinder mators has increased 
in cost,’’ continued Dickson, ‘‘further- 
more, our mechanics are now receiving 
the highest wages in the history of our 
company. We build our own 12-cylinder 
motors, and regardless of cost we do 


not allow the quality or the strict in- 
spection to depreciate in the slightest 


degree.”’ 


HIGH PRICED FUEL 
HAS IMPROVED CARS 


“With the price of gasoline stationary, 
and a number of Indications pointing to 
a reduction in the retail market, we can 
already count a number of beneficial ef- 
fects that the past winter's fuel prices 
have had on motor car design and man- 
ufacture,” is the statement of A. G. 
Seiberling. general manager of the 
Haynes Automobile Co. 

“Since gasoline soared early last win- 
ter, there has been an insistent Gemand 
for the economical car, and the makers 
of medium priced automobiles have been 
shaping their motor design, not solely 
toward the production of powér, but 
toward power coupled with efficiency. 

‘The most marked effect of high fuel 
prices has been the acceptance into gen- 
eral use of the high-speed, six-cylinder 
motor, of comparativly small piston dis- 
placement, but with the ability to apply 
effectively every ounce of energy it de- 
velops. Smaller cylinders with a larger 
number of explosions have proved in 
every day use far more economical than 
motors with large cylinders with less 
trequent power impulses. 

‘‘A second practice that has found uni- 
versal use is the removal of the intake 
manifold as a separate part. This is 
cast integral with the cylinders, so that 
the vaporized gasoline can pass imme- 
diately Into the cylinders with little dan- 
ger of condensation. 

“Working with the motor car makers 
are the carburetor manufacturers, whose 
efforts to obtain easily regulated power 
from the lower grades of gasoline, have 
met with great success. The 8000-pound 
cars, which a few years ago could aver- 
age but eight or ten miles on a gallon 
of gasoline, can now travel from four- 
teen to twenty miles on the same 
amount of inferior fuel.”

Site of Two Blocks South of ' 


Poplar Street Understood 
- by Authorities in Realty 
Circles to Be Designed for 
a Large Grain Elevator. 


TERMINAL MENTIONED 
IN TALK OF THE DEAL 


Wholesale Grocery Takes 
Lease at Eighth and Spruce 
— Cupples Station Man- 
ager Expects Rapid Events 
in That District. 


Speculation is rife in realty circles 
as to the identity of the purchasers 


of parcels in the district extending 
from Spruce street on the north to 
the Mill Creek Valley on the south, 
and from Fourteenth street on the 
east to Sixteenth street on the west. 

While it could not be confirmed 
yesterday, it is understood from re- 
liable gources that a Chicago syndi- 
cate has closéd negotiations for the 
purchase of what is known as the 
Leathe strip, on the south side of 
Poplar street extending from Four- 
teenth to Sixteenth street. According 
to well-informed persons tn realty 
circles, the same parties have ob- 
tained options on parcels in the 
block bounded by Poplar, Spruce, Six- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets, and 
lying parallel with the Leathe strip. 
Belief ig that the purchases are be- 
ing made in behalf of railroads and, 
nothwithstanding the fact that the 
purchasers are said to be from Chi- 
cago, the Terminal Railway Associa- 
tion is prominently mentioned in this 
connection. 


Big Grain Flevator Proiected, 
The Leathe strip, it is said, is to 


be reserved by the Chicago interests 
as a site for a mammoth grain ele- 
vator. It it 100 feet wide and lies its 
entire length along the brink of the 
Mill Creek Valley, thus constituting 
one of the most available sites in St. 
Louis for a grain elevator such as is 
said to be contemplated. 

The strip, which is owned by Mrs. 
Grace A. Leathe, widow of Samuel 
Leathe, is controlled by the Ameri- 
can Trust Co. The price paid for it 
was $600,000, while from $5 to $10 a 
square foot is being paid for prop- 
erty in the other two blocks, _accord- 
ing to report along Chestnut street. 

Sam Hamburg Jr., an _ extensive 
real estate operator, identified with 
the Rosenbaum-Hauschulte Real Es- 
tate Co., yesterday concluded nego- 
tiations whereby he will acqnire the 
southeast corner of Sixteenth and 
Spruce streets. Although this is in 
the aforementioned dtstrict, Ham- 
burg denies that his “purchase has 
any connection with those of the Chi- 
cago operators or that he anticipated 
their plans. 

Emerging From Quiescent State. 

Much property in this district was 
purchased 10 years ago through the 
McNair & Harris Real Estate Co., in 
the name of the Texas Land Syndi- 
cate, and resold to individual opera- 
tors at gubstantial profits. While this 
district has been in a quiescent state 
for some time, so far as commercial 
occupancy is concerned its terminal 
potentialities have made it attractive 
for speculative purposes. 

“By virtue of its location, this is es- 
sentially railroad property,” said a prom. 
inent operator yesterday in discussing 
the big operation which is in full swing 
in this istrict’ “The tallroads,’’ he 
added, “Qooner ‘or later will have to 
have it, the terminal facilities in Mill 
Creek Valley now being wholly in- 
adequate to the requirements." 

The Niehoff-Schulze Grocery Co. has 
taken a four-year lease of the six- 
story building at the southeast corner 
of Eighth and Spruce jstreets. There 
are 45,000 square feet in the structure, 
which has a finished concrete base- 
ment and every modern supply, includ- 
ing freight and ‘passenger elevators 
and sprinkler system. 

The lease was arranged by Isaac H. 
Hedges, manager of Cupples Station, 
who announces that every building on 
the south side of Spruce street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eleventh streets, 
which has been built up solidly by the 
Cupples Real Estate Co., is now under 
lease to high-class concerns.

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COTTON BREAKS 
4) POINTS ON 
CROP ESTIMATE 


Yield Indicated Is 14,266,000 
Bales Compared With 1 1\- 
191,820 Bales Last Year. 


A sharp decline in the eotton fu- 
tures markets yestercay followed 


the publication of the Government re- 
port on condition and acreage. The 


acreage report was about in line with 
expectations and caused no flurry in 
the market. But the condition report 
was bearish, showing an improvement 
of 3.6 over the May 25 report, and be- 
ing .9 higher than the 10-year aver- 
age, and .9 higher than the condition 
on June 25, 1915. In the past ten 


years there have been but two in- 
stances where the July condition was 
better than the June condition in 
1908 and in 1911. In both these years 
there were produced record-breaking 
crops of cotton. 

The condition report may not be 
construed as extremely favoratle for 
a large crop, except in so far as the 
weather has. been favorable since 
that report. If the weather continues 
favorable during this month the'July 
report will be indicative of a heavy 
production, in spite of the fact that 
August, with its hot winds, and Oc- 
tober, wi its frosts, may reduce the 
production materially. 

Repert was Bearish, 

Private estimates did not look for 
a condition above 80, and many ¢exX- 
pected as low as 78. Forty points 
measured the extent of the decline in 
New York. 

All the states except Tennessee, 
Missouri and Oklahoma reported im- 
provement in conditicn. South Caro- 
lina’s condition was given as 74.9, 
compared with 65 the previous month, 
and Georgia's 80.7, compared with 78. 
Other states improved from two to 
three points. 

Tennessee crops were reported 84.2, 
against 86 the previous month; Mis- 
souri, 74 against 87; and Oklahoma 
84.1, ag? ret 86. All the states re- 
ported r inerease in acreage. Okla- 
homa repcrted 30 per cent increase, 
the grevtest of all, with the excep- 
tion of California, which reported 
240 per cent increase with a total 
acreage of 98,000 The acreage 
planted to cotton in the entire United 
States was given as 36,994,000, com- 
pared with 42,109,000 last year. 

This acreeg and crop condition 
report are subject te some mental re- 
vision in considering their part in 
the actual production of cotton. An 
abandonment of fram 600,000 to 700,- 
000 acres of cotton is not unusual; 
this is the result of poor stands, and, 
occasionally, of low prices discourag- 
ing the picking of the remnant of the 
ciop. Last season's planting suffered 
to the extent of about 700,000 acres 
of abandoned crop. The cotton was 
planted but not picked, ag a regult of 
poor stands, and the poor stands were 
the result of lack of fertilizers. 

This year fertilizer sales have been 
small, and the land is being put to 
answer the second call on its pro- 
ductiveness witheut the aid of 
strengthening fertilizers. [Last year, 
certain strong soils, good retainers, 
carried over part of the fertilization 
of the year before, and did not make 
such a bad showing; but it would be 
indeed remarkable if such a showing 
were made by the same lands this 
year, and it seems reasonable to ex- 
rect considerable reduction in the 
acreage picked, as compared with the 
acreage planted. Weather conditions 
since the condition report have veer 
very favorable. 

Exports are Large. 


Export of cotton continues on a 
lurge scale, compared with the move- 
ment last season at this time. This 
is undoubtedly due to the small Fue 
repean stocks, which will not permit 
a falling off in imports. It is nor 
eesy to see how stocks may safely 
be allowed to decline further in manu- 
fycturing European countries. 

During the week ending Friday 
lust, exports totaled 132,005 bales, 
bringing the total for the season up 
t: 5,520,118. Of the week's exports, 
73,163 went to Great Britain. Appar- 
ently there is little reason to expect 
any falling off in exports for thef 
next month, and the season's total Is 
likely to reach the 6,000,000 bales 
mark. 

The Chronicle thinks that southern 
mills will use a full 4,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton, or about 850,000 more than last year, 
while northern mills will use 400,000 bales 
more. These are big figures and will 
carry the world's consumption of Amer- 
ica well up to 13,500,000 bales, possibly 
more: and the indications are that next 
season there will be a further increage, 
without regard to whether or not there 
is peace. 

In the event that war is continued the 
destruction of all kinds of cotton goods 
and everything made from cotton goes 
forward at a great rate. If peace comes 
Germany and Austria will be large buy- 
ers of cotton: when impoverishment is 
laid at the door of Germany and Aus- 
tria and their inability to buy is de- 
clared, let it not be forgotten that Ger- 
many had great stores of cotton bought 
and paid for in this country when cot- 
ton was 6 and 7 cents per pound—a 
quantity said, at that time, to have 
been 2,000,000 bales; some of this cotton 
has not changed owners, but a vast 
quantity of it was sold at a handsome 
profit and the money is still in this 
country, waiting the time when cotton 
can again be moved to Germany. The 
millions sent to this country to buy 
cotton with have not decreased, but 
have increased.

Week's Price Range Is Sharply Higher After 
Some Early Selling--Corn Also Shows 
Firmness— Oats Are Steady. 


Opening. Hich. 
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Disinelination of dealers to carry open 
risks over the holidays resulted today 
in highe rprices tor wheat. The close, 
although unsettled, showed @ net ad- 
vance of 14@l%c. with July at $1.0% 
and Sept. at 1.04%. Corn finished %e to 
4c higher; oats up Ye to “ec. 

Wheat took an upward swing almost 
from the outset. jotable absence of 
selling pressure Wag a feature through- 
out the session, except when for a 
brief time attention was directed to 
news of the big offensive movement by 
the entente allies. A moderately bear- 
ish action which ensued was quickly 
overcome, however, and thereafter the 
bulls received no important check. 

Sentiment against the bears was de- 
rived largely from Liverpool advices 
that the "Buropean demand for the new 
American crop had improved, and was 
continuing to broaden out. Gossip was 
current also that if the weather be- 
came unseasonably warm in the domes- 
tic spring crop region black rust might 
develop. 

Evening up of trades se as to pre- 
pare for adjournment until Wednesday, 
gave the wheat pit a decided touch of 
liveliness in the last half hour, with be- 
lated shorts doing the buying. Appar- 
ontly the ideal weather conditions pre- 
vailing were more than offset by the 
fact that deliveries on July contracts— 
400,000 bushels—proved to be much 
smaller than had been looked for. 

In corn, an active inquiry from the 
seaboard was to some extent counter- 
balanced by sunshine and warmth, 
greatly desired to promote rapid 
growth. Deliveries on July contracts 
were entirely lacking, and country of- 
fers were light 

Week’s Market Higher. 

Wheat futures averaged rather sharp- 
ly higher tor the week, ‘despite favor- 
able weather and crép reports, and lib- 
eral receipts. Mueh wf the Duying was 
on the “calendar,” as a year ago, in 
late June and early »July, July wheat 
in Chicago, atter touching $1.00 on June 
uz, sola up to $1.18 by July 1b. As the 
movements up ard down in the market 
this year have followed those of last 
year very closely, traders are piaying 
for an advance on the theory that the 

‘calendar’ will again repeat. 

Another factor in the strength of the 
market was assertions by millers and 
cush grain interesta that the new crop 
wheat will meet a ready saie when it 
starts to. move, owing to expectations 
that the grade ef .the wheat will run 
very high, especially in Kansas and 
Nebraska, where the crop is being 
igathered under ideal harvest conditions, 
Local millers claim that unusually good 
prices have been bid for new wheat for 
July shipment, but that mills in smaller 
towns are bidding 80 rqenny for the 
wheat as to prevent pay material 
umount being contracted for in this 
market. 

Aside from this speculators claim that 
recent liquidation thoroughly cleaned 

all weak market accounts, that the 

big interests have the wheat bought, 
be with the spring wheat crop atill to 
be garnered and the war in Europe 
still on, an endeavor will be made to 
market some holdings by bidding up 
rices, especially as large deliveries 
ave been made on contracts of both 
the ay and July options, the ele- 
vators have much of this wheat for sale 
and naturally desire to make @ mar- 
ket for it while there is still some un- 
certainty as to the spring wheat har- 
vest.

BY MEAT RATION 


Results From Recent Demonstra- 
tion Conducted at Indiana Ex- 
periment Station in Detail. 


All poultrymen know that protein in 
some form must be fed the hens if sat- 
isfactory egg production is to be ex- 
pected. Some of the food given, at 
least, should be quite strong in protein 
elements. An interesting demonstration 
carried on by the Indiana Experiment 
Station proved conclusively the value 
of meat feed in some form in a ration 
for hens and pullets, one of the lat- 
ter showing an increased production of 
about 100 eggs per year. Of course, it 
cost more money to supply this food, 
but the net profit was greater. Three 
kinds of meat food were given, beef, 
fish scrap and skim milk. 

The experiment also showed that 4 
meat ration in some form in the win- 
ter is particularly important because 
then, of course, the fowls cannot get 
meat except as it is fed to them. 

Another interesting feature of the ex- 
periment was the fact that the fowls 
given a meat ration in some form ate @ 
larger total of food than those which 
had no meat and what they ate was 
productive. 

The cost of the feed in the meat 
scrap pen and fish scrap pen was prac- 
tically the same. The food, on the 
whole, cost a little more in the skim 
milk pen. In the pens where they were 
fed meat scraps, fish scraps, skim milk 
and no meat at all, the gross income 
per bird was: In the first pen, $2.60; 
in the second, $2.59; in the third, 9<.78; 
in the fourth, 67c. The profit and loss 
showing was: In the first pen, profit 
$1.56; in the second, profit $1.56; in the 
third, profit $1.63; in tne fourth, loss 
9.7c. The cost of food per pullet for 
the four pens was: First pen, 98c; sec- 
ond, 99c; third, $1.10; fourth, 72c. The 
cost of producing a dozen eggs in the 
pens follows: First, 8c; second, 9.7c; 
third, 9.7c; fourth, We. 

It is thus made plain that it costs 
less to feed a pullet when not fed 
meat scrap, fish scrap or skim milk, but 
it costs more to produce a dozen eggs 
without these classes of food. It will 
be seen also that a slight advantage 
was in favor of skim milk, but another 
similar experiment might change the 
figures in this respect. On most ‘farms 
it will be easier to feed skim milk 
than the other classes of meat food, 
and it probably would pay many farm- 
ers to feed skim milk to the poultry 


instead of to the hogs. It is also well 
known that there’is no one food at 
reasonable cost that is so efficient in 


promoting growth of young stock ag 
skim milk 

Another result not quite so favorable 
in the experiment referred to is that 
eggs from pens that were fed the meat 
food in one or the other of the three 
forms were weaker in fertility than 
eggs from the no-meat pens, but even 
here the advantage is in favor of the 
meat because, while the percentage of 
fertility is lower in the case of meat- 
fed hens, yet there will be more fer- 


tile eggs in these pens than in the no- 
meat pen. Of course, it is to be ex- 
pected that the bird laying a large num- 
ber of eggs will not produce them of 
such high percentage of fertility as 
birds laying a small number.

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Simple Method for 
Keeping Egg Record 


The above drawing shows the plan of 
keeping an egg record that is handy as 
well as accurate, and requires litt'e 
time. It is merely a wide board, with 
four rows of holes bored in it, and hung 
up at a convenient place in the poultry 
house. The first three rows, A, B, C, 
have 10 holes each, and the fourth row, 
D, has 12. Row D represents the count 
for single eggs, row C for dozens, row 
B for tens of dozens and row A for 
hundreds of dozens. One peg for each 
row is used to keep the record. In the 
drawing these pegs are shown by the 
small circie in each row. 


DAILY EGG CHART.. 


LA 8 & D | 


To begin the record, all pegs are re- 
moved. If the first day’s count shows 
10 eggs gathereé, the first peg is placed 
in the tenth hole of row D. Supposing 
eight eggs are gathered the next day, 
the second peg would be placed in the 
lower hole of row C, indicating one 
dozen, and the first peg would be put 
into the sixth hole of row D, indicating 
one and a half dozen, or 18 eggs. When 
the count exceeds 10 dozen eggs the 
third peg for row B is brought into use, 
and when the 100-dozen mark is reached 
it is time to start the peg in the fourth 
column of holes, or row A. 

In the position in which these pegs 
are placed the reading would be 234 doz- 
en and four eggs. 

The maximum record that could be 
kept on this board would be 1111 dozen 
eggs. This would be ample for a year’s 
laying of the averagle flock of 100 hens. 
The capacity of the board could be iIn- 
creased, of course, by merely adding 
other columns of holes to the left, for 


thousands of dozens, tens of thousands, 
etc. 


Bourbon .Red Turkey 
Popular on Merit 


The demand for bourbon red turkeys 
is growing rapidly and this is on the 
merits of that variety. I am sot com- 
paring bourbon reds with other varie- 
ties, such as the mammoth bronze and 
white Holland. All three are excellent, 
but just now the reds are having some- 
thing of a boom. 

The reds are hardy and beautiful, but 
do not yet breed so0 true to color 
a* the bronze or white Holland. They 
were only recently admitted to the stana- 
ard. The colors are a deep brownish 
red and white. Each color should be 
a’. distinct and perfect as possible. The 
red predominates. The main wing feath- 
eis are white and the tail is in part 
white. They haved a proud, stately car- 
riage. T hey have claimed to be tame 
and domestic, and not much given to 
wandering. They often lay in barns 
or poultry houses like common hens. 
They are an excellent market turkey, 
none better, and are good layers. 

They are certain to become even more 
popular than they now are, and they 
will improve in color markings.

Corrects Some Errors 
as to Needs of Ducks 


Poultry Editor Post-Dispatch. 

Ducks do not require swimming water 
to do well; all they need is enough water 
to drink. The drinking vessel must con- 
tain enough water for them to immerss 
their heads in it. 

Some people have the opinion that 
ducks must have a pond or creek to 
swim in to do well, but this is not nec- 
essary. It has been tried out by the 
writer, who has found that raising 
ducks without a stream proved most 
satisfactory. I have the purebred fawn 
and white runners, and find they are 
excellent layers. The eggs are large, 
pure white and have a sweet flavor. 
Some claim that duck cggs are strong, 
made so by the food they are given. 
Mine are fed nothing but clean feed, 
such as corn meal, brain and middlings. 
Grain is not good for laying ducks 1 
feed them no grain during the breed 
‘season. 

Ducks are very easy to keep in; they 
do not need a high fence. I have only 
a two-foot fence enclosing their pens. 
They do very well in small pens, and 
do not need acres of ground to roam 
over. Anyone having a small yard can 
keep a few ducks and if fed right they 
will do well. I find the eggs are very 
fertile and hatch well. 

I do not know which ducks are the 
most profitable, but I believe one can 
make money out of any kind of duck 
if they go at it in the right way. The 
fawn and white runner variety aré 
beautiful and heavy layers. I saw 4A 
few weeks ago an inquiry if runners lay 
100 eggs in one year. Mine have a recs 
ord of 177 eggs in nine months.

Keep Roosters From 
Flock in Summer 


If you do not “swat the rooster’ to- 
day, do so shortly and sell infertile cggs 
during the summer. It insures greater 
profits to the producer, the dealer can 
handle them on a smaller margin, and 
the. consumer gets better egge to use, 
which increases the demand. 

The presence of male birds in the flock 
does not increase egg production, but 
from 2 to 3 per cent of the females are 
injured by the males, which lowers the 
egg vield from the entire flock, 

It should not be understood that infer- 
tlle eggs should be kept longer or cared 
for improperly. Infertile eggs should be 
marketed just as often and cared 
for just as carefully as fertile eggs. 
All eggs should be sold on the loss-off 
basis, i. e., all eggs should be candied 
and only the good eggs paid for. 

If you have a valuable male bird 
which has proven to be @ good breeder, 
don’t sell him, but placé him in a pen 
with half a dozen of the best hens and 
jate hatching may be done from this 
pen. Don't keep any males in the Rock 
during the summer. 

Hens should not he permitted to re- 
main broody any length of time unless 
they are permitted to ineubate some 
eggs. The longer a hen is permitted to 
sit, the longer it will take her to begin 
laying again after being in a broody 
condition. A good-sized coop for break- 
ing hens is illustrated in the “Swat the 
Rooster’’. bulletin of the Missouri Poul- 
try Expefiment Station, Mountain 
Grove, which is free to residents of the 
State who ask for it.

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Balanced Ration 
for Young Chicks 


Poultry raisers, especially beginners, 
are sometimes bewildered when cor- 
fronted by the mass of published infor- 
mation on the subject of feeding chicks. 
So many feeds and mixtures are recor- 


| mended that they do not know what to 


select nor what varieties and propor- 
tions to feed to balance the rations. 

.The Missouri Poultry Experiment 8ta- 

n at Mountain Grove has recommend- 
ed a definite daily ration for chicks, 
from: the first day to maturity, that fs 
inexpensive and supplies balanced nour- 
ishment through all stages of develop- 
ment. The ration is changed to mevt 
the needs of the different ages. 

For the first day nothing should be 
fed, as the yolk of the egg supplies all 
the food needed. The ration for the 
first week is hard-boiled egg cut up fine, 
bread crumbs and oatmeal, in equal 
parts. This is fed in the form of a 
mash on a clean board.. The chicks 


should have all they will eat in 2) min- | 


utes, with five feedings a day. Fine grit 
or sand should be kept before them al- 
ways. Sour milk in the morning and 
water in the afternoon provide for their 
drinking needs. 

During the second feeding period, from 
one to five weeks, the mash should -e 
made up of equal parts of bran, shorts, 
oatmeal and cornmeal, with two pounds 
of fine eharcoal and one-half pound fine 
sklt added for every 100 pounds of this 
mixture. The mash should be fed in a 
hopper and commercial chick feed in a 
litter. Sour milk or water should be 
kept before the chicks at all times. 

From five weeks to maturity the mash 
fed in the hopper should be made up of 
one part each ground oats, bran, shorts, 
cornmeal, ore-half part beef scraps, aml 
one-fovrth part bone meal. The grain 
feed is cracked corn and wheat in litter, 
as much as they will clean up in 30 min- 
utes, twice daily. Fresh water and grit 
should be accessible at all times, and 
free range should be provided if possi- 
ble. 

When young stock is to be fattened 
for market the ration recommended :s 
made up of two parts cornmeal and one 
part each of shorts and bran. This is 
the mash and should be moistened with 
sour milk. They should have as much 
of this is they will clean up readily, s::v- 
eral times a day, and, in addition, as 
much cracked corn as they care to eat. 
Give plenty of fresh water and grit as 
before. 

No definite rule can be given as to the 
number of quarts of any feed to give 
to a certain number of chicks. The 
governing factor as to quantity should 
be the chicks’ appetites. They should 
never have so much feed that a portion 
of it remains after they have satisfied 
themselves. It is better to have them 
still slightly hungry when they have fin- 
ished their allowance. This rule, «f 
course, does not apply to hopper fed 
mashes. 


Cleaning and Care 
of Young Chicks 


There is no hard and fast rule about 
the age at which chicks should be 


j}weaned from the hen or incubator. Some- 


times the hen settles this matter her- 
self by leaving the chicks before you 
are expecting it, though she does not 
often leave them before they cease to 
need her. More often the hen will 
stay with them beyond the time when 
they need her protection at night. 
When the chicks are fairly well feath- 
ered, it is best to take the hen away 
and put her with the laying flock, and 
the chicks do better and she will lay 
better, usually. I have a hen with 
chicks, however, that began laying be- 
fore they were 3 weeks old. She has 


laid for 10 days, but is still devoted} 


to the chicks. 

Weather conditions and feathering out 
are the two chief conditions which 
should determine the time for weaning. 
In the earlier part of the season, when 
chicks are taken from the regular brood- 
or, it is well to put them in an unheated 
box at night for a time, before leaving 
them exposed entirely. The lighter 
breeds may be supplied with low roosts 
after weaning, so that they can roost 
when they are ready. Asiatic chicks 
should not sit on roosts until half grown, 
because they may get crooked breast 
bones. 

If the chicks are on the floor at night 
the floor should be cleaned frequently. 
It does them no good to sleep on ac- 
cumulated droppings. Chickens at night 
should have ample protection from the 
elements, of course, but they shouid 
also have plenty of fresh, unvitiated air.

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HALF-DOZEN men recently pondered over 
the question, “Who has left the greatest 
American fortune?’ 

“Oh, one of the Vanderbilts, I suppose,” 
answered the first of them, right off the 
bat. “William H. Vanderbilt?” 

To be sure, William H. Vanderbilt took 
the $100,000,000 of his father, the old “Commodore,” and 
left behind him $130,000,000, when he died nine years aft- 
erwards. But that wasn’t the greatest of fortunes. 

“Jay Gould,” put in another man, only to be snapped 
up by a third, who said, with authority and right: “Oh, 
Gould left less than $80,000,000, and J. P. Morgan cer- 
tainly was worth $100,000,000!” 

Right in both cases, as to figures, but not as to THE 
richest man. Rockefeller; Carnegie, William A. Clark 
and Henry Ford, possibly the four richest men the world 
has ever known, are all very much alive, thank you, 8@ 
that they only added to the puzzle. 

“Oh, I know,” put in a fourth—‘Harriman!” 

No; E. H. Harriman’s estate totaled just $71,000,000. 
A fifth ventured John Jacob Astor, and “Russell Sage 
had a lot of money” was another guess. 
But they were all wrong. Each was about 
as rich as Jay Gould—$80,000,000, say. 

Suppose the man in the street were asked 
the same question. What other names 
could he put forward for the distinction? 
What other names of themselves intuitively 
conjure up the thought of multimillions— 
more millions than any Vanderbilt or Astor, 
or than Morgan, the master millionaire* 
more than Gould or Harriman or Sage 
whose very names savor of vast wealth. 
Suppose the inquisitor were told that the man’s first 
name was Lamon—would that help him out in his guess? 
Or that his middle initial was “V.” for Vernon? 

How many, having read this far, can supply the name 
of the man who has left the greatest American fortune? 
Not many. Well, here it is: 

HARKNESS. | 

Lamon. VY. Harkness, who died on Jan. 17,.1915, at 
Paicines Rancho, San Benito County, Cal., left the might- 
iest fortune that the courts of this country have ever 
been called upon to administer. 

“I estimate the value of the Harkness estate at $150,- 
000,000,” says William W. Windgate, special counsel of 
the Comptroller of the State of New York. 

It was made in Standard Oil. L. Y. Harkness was the 
second largest holder in that very melon of melons— 
second only to the super-Croesus, John D. Rockefeller, 
himself; greater than the holdings of the other Rocke- 
feller, William; or the late H. H. Rogers, or of the 
Pratt estate, or any of the fortunate others who got in on 
the ground floor when the getting was good in Standard 
Oil. 

Yet the name of L. V. Harkness carries nothing to 
the everyday world—nowhere outside of the higher at- 
mosphere of inside finance, would it be heard—horse- 
men know that the late L. V. Harkness owned: a fine 
horse-breeding farm, “Walnut Hall,” in the bluegrass 
region, near Lexington, Ky., and yachtsmen know that 
Wakiva II is a fine steam vacht, but a dozen or a score 
of other boats are her peers or better. 

For every time. during his life that the late Mr. Hark- 
ness was mentioned casually in the newspapers, the 
name of his son, Harry S. Harkness, has been blazoned 
20 times and at far greater length 
sporty automobiles and took his life in his hands when 
he essayed the aviator’s art, and gained considerable 
mention when he eloped in secret. 

At 353 Fifth avenue, New York City, an office build- 
ing, the name “Harkness” did not appear on the direc- 
tory downstairs, but to Room 705, tucked away in a quiet 
corner and invisible from the elevator, was a door on 
which was legended “H. S. Harkness.” And, far down 
in a lower corner, in very much smaller lettering, was 
the modest “L. V. Harkness.”’ 

In fact these 10 small letters mean a great deal to the 
State of New York—in fact, possibly $6,000,000 in trans- 
fer taxes. if it can be proved that Mr. Harkness was a 
New York resident, as the Comptroller holds, pointing 


to the door (and to much other evidence) as determina- 
tion of the fact. 
When rich persons die most states tax the estate. 


New York does, claiming from the direct heirs a 4 per 
cent inheritance tax in cases of fortunes of a million 
or more. 

A regular appraisal of the property, both real and per- 
sonal. is made by a transfer tax appraiser and then the 
proceedings go before the Surrogate for confirmation. 
This inheritance tax is a goO@dly share of the money 
needed to run the very expensive Commonwealth of New 
York—$8,263,893 in inheritance taxes last year. For the 
same period the whole income of the State was $87,813,- 
675.40—in ot@er words, if Mr. Harkness’ estate has to

cent of New York’s entire income—it would materially 
reduce the amount to be raised from all taxpayers by 
other forms of taxation. 

Immediately a rich person passes on, there are three 
things that the State’s officers must safeguard—that no 
property was given away in anticipation of death; that 
the amount of the estate is properly appraised; that 
some other state with laxer laws is not given as the resi- 
dence, thereby mulcting New York of its proper share 
of the inheritance. 

For example, when the estate of the late Anthony 
Brady, now appraised at $87,000,000, came up for settle- 
ment, the fight was on the total value of his holdings. 
When John G. Wendel .died, the contention was that 
he had devised more than $10,000,000 in prime Manhat- 
tan realty to his four sisters before his death, thus re- 
lieving them of paying the inheritance tax. In the case 
of the Harkness estate the trouble lies in the fact that 
the three heirs of the millioned Standard Oil man declare 
him to be a legal resident of Kentucky, where there are 
no inheritance taxes at all for direct heirs to pay. 

S. V. Harkness was one of the first oil men of Ohio. 
Soon to join forces with John Rockefeller, when he was 
branching out as a refiner of oil, was the same Mr. Hark- 
ness. They became associates, and then friends, and 
the foundation of Harkness’ real success was this friend- 
ship. 

It was the time when the Standard Oil was in its swad- 
dling clothes. The maybe-billionaire of today had little 
more then than his well-won reputation for meeting his 
every obligation with promptness and certitude. Some 
of the Standard’s plants had burned down. Mr. Rock- 
efeller was very much distressed and he sought out his 
friend Harkness. 

“I may have to call on you for a large sum of money,” 
he said, as John D. Rockefeller tells the story in his 
memoirs of today. 

“He took in the situation without any explaining on 
my part,” adds Mr. Rockefeller. “He simply heard what 
I had to say and he was a man of very few words. 

“ ‘All right, J. D., I'll give you all I’ve got.’ This was

Right then and there the elder Harkness “got in 
right.”

Mrs. Harkness died 
in 1905 and Mr. Harkness shook the dust of New York 
off his feet, spending his winters in or near Pasadena, 
Cal., and the rest of the year at Walnut Hill. Some-

The 
mansion was built in 1807, by a Louisiana planter named 
Frenoise, who sold slaves on the Sycamore-shaded lawn, 
but L. V. Harkness turned it into a home for the finest 
horses in the world—1400 of them, all blooded, mostly of 
the famous Wilkes-Hambletonian cross. 

This man, whose oil dividends came in faster than 
he could possibly spend them, began improving the won- 
derful place about 25 years ago. One by one he added 
18 farms, until he held clear title to 5300 acres of the 
best bluegrass land in Kentucky’s fertile heart, to- 
gether with more than 1300 sheep and 100 mules and _. 
workhorses. And his pride was “San Francisco,” “worth 
more than any other horse in the United States,” Mr. 
Harkness used to say proudly, “except Harvester,” which 
he bred also, and for which the Russian Government 
offered $200,000, only to be refused. 


To stock that farm was Mr. Harknéss’. greatest joy. 
He thought nothing of buying a hundred horses in a 
single day. Once he bought $32,000 worth of horses in 
an hour at Madison Square Garden. His pets roamed 
the splendid paddocks unhoused even in midwinter, with 
the brightest of eyes and the glossiest of coats. The 
stables were superb and 40 miles of board fence in- 
closed it all.

“Many of the young descendants of al- 
coholized parents,” says the investigator, 
gross tremors, or paralysis agitans;

Findings directly opposite were discoyv- 
ered by Dr. Alfred Gordon, neuorologist, 
of Philadeiphia.

In the first family one of the grand- 
fathers was an alcoholic.

- The industrial effect of this has been’ stupendous. 
Hundreds of mechanics who formerly made no more 
than $2 a day are now making as high as $33 a day. 
_ The price of the more expensive kinds of steel 
Oe gone up from 40 cents to $4 a pound. 
' Forgings are so scarce that concerns have been able 
> _ to bore one-pound shells from solid bars and make 40 
- per cent profit on it. Wages have been increased not 
nly in munitions factories, but in all others where it 
Was necessary to raise the pay of workers to keep the 
- munitions factories from grabbing them. 

On the other hand, while many persons have reaped 
riches throngh war contracts, many others have come 
to financial ruin through them. It was comparatively 
easy to p»xt a contract. The warring nations wanted 
things, and wanted them in‘a hurry. They were willing 
to pay handsomely to anybody who could deliver the 
goods. It was the product they wanted and price was 
no obstacle. In consequence, men made bids for con- 
tracts to manufacture things they knew nothing about. 
Makers of printing presses, of tin cans, of hairpins, of 
locomotives, made a rush for war orders. Between $30,- 
000,000 and $40,000,000 worth of fuses and shells were 
contracted for by men who had no idea how they were 
to be made, but trusted to fortune to be able to realize 
handsome profits. 

Their first realization was that they needed machin- 
ery. Immediately the prices of machinery soared. The 
excited contractors did almost anything to get machines. 
They bought whole plants and machine shops for devices 
they thought they could utilize. Then they found that 
while contracts were easy to get, filling them was a dif- 
ferent matter. Specifications were drawn most rigidly 
and inspectors saw to it that they were exactly carried 
out. The smallest departure from them was sufficient 
to cause the wholesale condemnation of supplies. 

The consequence was that many rash contractors were 
ruined. One company failed with contracts for $60,000,- 
000 worth of supplies on its hands. Another had $23,000,- 
000 worth of contracts and yet became bankrupt becatise 
it couldn’t deliver. 

On the other hand, some of the most daring con- 
tractors made good. One little plant which grabbed up 
every contract in sight, got unlimited credit on the 
strength of its contracts, bought other plants by the 
wholesale and, through its enterprise and good luck, is 
today one of the richest manufacturing concerns in the 
country. 

Success in general came to those who were far-sighted 
enough to realize at the outset that there would be a 
shortage in raw materials and an advance in the prices 
of machinery. One institution foresaw that there would 
be a big demand for copper. It sent men all over the 
country buying up all the copper tubing in sight and 
taking options upon other tons of it. This concern did 
not bother to manypfacture 
anything. When shell mak- 
‘ers found they needed cop- 
per tubing for the rifling 
bands on shells, this company 
had the copper tubing to sell. 
It was able to command prac- 
tically its own price. 

Most of the contractors 
had to buy.or manufacture 
special machinery for the 
new work, The result was 
such a scarcity of machinery 
that makers of it have reaped 
profits sometimes exceeding 
the profits of munition mak- 
ers. Shop owners have 
found it profitable to strip 
their own plants of lathes, “ 
etc., and sell them to muni-

tions contractors. The prices were such that they can 
afford to let their shops remain idle for several years 
and then buy new machinery. One concern sold for 
$4600 a screw machine which it had bought four years 
before for $2800. 

Naturally, this has lured many persons into the ma- 
chine manufacturing business. Some of them have found 
it profitable to make “one purpose” machines to be used 
for the present and then to be scrapped when the war 
is over. There is, for instance, a concern which has 
equipped a large plant for making three-inch shells. 
In peace times there will be no demand for the product 
of this concern and all these devices will be little more 
than so-much junk. Even so, the profits already made 
will be sufficient to more than offset this loss. 

Perhaps the most important effect of this abnormal 
situation has been upon skilled labor. Before the war, 
all-purpose skilled mechanics were scarce. These men 
are the officers of an industrial army and the country 
was suddenly facing the problem of multiplying its in- 
dustrial army many times over. How to get the officers 
was the first and greatest problem. : 

Overnight, almost, the pay of such men leaped to 
astonishing proportions. Specialists in-munitions could 
get almost any price they asked. One of them, who used 
to get $5 a day has been getting $33 a day since, in a 
shop where his foreman gets only $30 a week. 


As far as possible, simple, one-process machinery 
which almost anybody could operate, was devised to 
do the work of skilled men. Under the stimulus of 
monetary opportunity, unskilled labor rapidly became 
skilled labor. One man who had been a barber and 
who had never been inside a machine shop before the 
war, is today earning $18 for each day of 101-2 hours as 
a machinist. It is not unusual, in some districts, to find 
machinists drawing from $20 to $25 a day. Shops not in 
the munitions business have had to increase the payrolls 
to keep their men. 

All of this can only mean that somebody, somewhere, 
is paying and that somebody, somewhere else, is harvest- 
ing gold. Employers do not pay $25 a day for labor 
through any spirit of philanthropy or for the benefit of 
their health. 

However, life is not all beer and skittles for the mu- 
nitions makers. The first and easiest thing is to get the 
contract. The last and hardest thing is to get the 


product accepted by the Government for which it is or- 


dered. The specifications for shells, for instance, in- 
clude the most minute directions for the manufacture 
of every part. An entire contract might be rejected be- 
cause some part of the product varied by the thousandth 
of an inch from the specifications. For the mere pur- 
poses of measurement hundreds of sets of gages are 
necessary and the manufacture of these measuring tools 
alone has become an important industry. 


Making shells is comparatively easy, being principally 
a lathe job. But drawing cartridge cases or making 
fuses and primers is vastly more difficult. The time 
fuses by which a shell is to be exploded at a pre-deter- 
mined distance is a complicated mechanism of many 
minute parts. Yet even these things are more easily 
made than are rifles. 

It is an interesting fact- that while Europe probably 
has contracted for millions of rifles in this country, up 
to a few weeks ago only one Ameri- 
can concern had delivered any rifles. 
Two new plants have thousands un- 
der way, but the final assembling and 
shipping has not yet been done. 

The military rifle is not a simple 
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ing. The Springfield rifle used in 
the United States army requires more 
than 1200 separate operations. Each. 
piece must be exactly right, so as to 
fit each other piece and to allow of 
interchange in making repairs. More 
special gages are needed than in the 
manufacture of any other war tool. 

Notwithstanding the delicacy of 
these operations, optimistic Amert- 
cans bid for contracts for rifles when 
they were without any of the facilitie: 
for making them. One of the bidders 
was a builder of steam engines, and another was a 
maker of rock crushers. 

It is typical of American ingenuity, however, that 
most of the contractors have made good. A rather 
amusing story of American adaptability to circum- 
stances is that of a manufacturer of steel coffins. Some 
years ago this man believed a fad for all-steel coffin; 
was permanent and made a large number of them. The 
fad passed and he was left with 500 of them on his 
hands. He got a munitions contract and, when it came 
time to make.a shipment, instead of going to the ex- 
pense of buying substantial wooden packing cases, he 
used the coffins. 


All this feverish activity is bound to have a beneficial 
result for the conntry as a whole outside of the vast 
sums it has drawn from abroad in the last two years. 
For one thing, if the United States should be drawn 
into such a war as convulses the rest of the world, we 
would not be so helpless as we were two years ago. The 
industrial experience we have gained is invaluable. Al- 
ready there are working models of most of the machinery 
we should require and these could be copied in a ¢com- 
paratively short time. 


Two vears ago, except for the arsenals at Springfield 
and Rock Island and for the plants which make guns 
tor sporting purposes, we had no considerable rifle man- 
ufactories. Today thousands of rifles are being made 
in this country. The two Government arsenals, running 
at full capacity, can make only 1500 rifles a day, running 
at full capacity every hour of the 24. At this rate, it 
would take more than two years to make a million rifles. 
When it is remembered that the average service life of 
the rifle in actual war is only about a month, it can 
be seen that this situation would be extremely grave if 
we were compelled to send the millions into the field 
that Europe is sending. -The situation would be vastly 
different with several large private concerns equipped 
to turn out satisfactory weapons fast énough to arm the 
infantrymen who would be called to the colors. 


Our greatest handicap in war would be in the short- 
age of artillery. It has been said that the United States 
has only enough guns to defend 20 miles of trenches in 
fighting on the scale of that .in France. Before we can 
ever arm ourselves adequately we must turn out guns of 
all calibers and ammunition to supply them. 


It is true that there are only 1000 plants in this coun- 
try turning out ammunition for Europe and that their 
product is a smal! part of the vast quantities being ex- 
pended on the Western front. The important thing is 
that these shops know how to do the thing in a hurry 
and that the reduplication of their machinery is a much 
lighter matter than the creation of new models such as 
would have been necessary only a few months ago. Few 
big shops attempt to turn out a complete shell, but each 
turns out an important part of one and the matter of 
assembling these parts is simply a matter of routine. 


It will not require a war, however, to demonstrate 
that these months of feverish activity have been val- 
uable to American industry. As a matter of simple 
economics, the experiences of these plants working 
under pressure has shown that better results are in- 
variably obtained through making the working day of 
each employe of comparatively few hours. Concerns 
which have used three shifts of men to work eight 
hours each are turning out more and better work than 
even more men in 10 and 14 hour shifts. It has been 
found that the work turned out by an 8-hour man is 
greater in quantity as well as quality than the work of 
the 10-hour man, when averages are struck for periods 
of several months.

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The Troubles of a St Louis D. 


Book store proprietor, who for years has 
cared for canine waifs of low and 
high degree, has had to turn custom- 
ers away to stop dog fights, and, al- 
though he has been under heavy 
expense in finding homes for them, 
he has never accepted a penny from 
anyone — Now he proposes that a 
shelter for homeless dogs be estab- 
lished in St. Louis and made self- 
supporting by farnishing-animals to 
applicants at a low fee 


MAN walked into the book store at 153% 
Franklin avenue not long ago to make a 
purchase and while the proprietor was 
waiting on him a dog fight started in 
the next room. The proprietor forgot 
all about business and rushed away te 
put an end to hostilities. He was gone 
long that the customer .became impatient, finally 
angry, and left the store, the owner thereby losing a 
sale and probably a future patron. 

This is only one of the many troubles which have 
befallen A. N. Nahigian, who was the proprietor, since 
years ago he became a self-constituted benefactor of 
all dogs. His troubles have multiplied 
rapidly since about a year ago, when he 
attained more than local fame through the 
publication of the fact, with his picture 
and those of some of his canine friends, 
that he was the patron of the entire dog 
family and had made his store room and 
basement a haven for them. 

Mr. Nahigian is engaged in'the busi 
ress as a side line, not, as he carefully 
explains, of supplying people with dogs, 
but of obtaining good homes for dogs. 
- The side line, however, has grown to 
such proportions that it is a question 
whether the book business has not be- 
come secondary. .The trouble with the 
side line is, that is not profitable; in- 
deed it is a constant -drain on him, for 
he never has accepted a penny for a e 
dog, and has been at considerable ex- 
pense in feeding and ‘providing his 
charges with medicine until he could 
place them in good homes. 

At one time Mr. Nahigian sheltered as many as 18 
dogs in his store. Now he has but two, the smallest 
number in three years, but he would not refuse to 
take in more if they were brought to him. The supply 
is kept up by boys and girls and men and women of 
the neighborhood who may chance to find an outcast 
dog on the street and who know that at Mr. Nahigian’s 
it never would be turned away. Mr. Nagihian himself 
picks up many strays, for he can tell by looking at a 
dog as it trots down the street whether it has a home 
or not. One of those he now has is a beautiful poodle, 
evidently a pedigreed animal, and so well trained by 
someone that it sits up and walks around on its hind 
legs at a mere signal. There is a mystery about this 
dog for, despite newspaper advertisements, the ex- 
vense of which Mr. Nahigian also frequently bears, 
and a thorough search of the neighborhood, no claim- 
ant has been found. 

Mr. Nahigian will keep this dog until someone ex- 
presses a desire to have it. But its present sponsor is 
a conscientious man. He will not relinquish posses- 
sion of the animal untH he makes an investigation to 
determine whether or not its prespective home is a 
good one. He will visit this home personally—more 
expense for carfare, you see*-then, if he is satisfied 
that his little friend will be well taken care of, he will 
turn it over to its new master. 

The other little fellow Is a nondescript puppy and 
a sad case. In addition to being stone deaf it is 
suffering from mange, and so, knowing that nobody 
ever would want it, even if it was cured, Mr. Nahigian 
has pronounced a death sentence upon it. But it is 
cared for just as tenderly as the aristocratic poodle, 
a little more so, if possible, and when finally the death 
sentence is carried out the instrument used will be 
chloroform, the most expensive, but the most humane 
method of sending a dog to dog heaven. Mr. Naghigian 
stands the expense for chloroform, but he never has 
been able to bring himself to the point of officiating as 
executioner, all this being done by Edward B. Holley 
of the Missouri Humane Society, who is one of Mr. 
Nagihian’s most valued aids in ameliorating the condi- 
tion of St. Louis’ canine population. 

An incident similar to the one narrated at the be- 
ginning of this story occurred when a reporter was in 
Mr. Nahigian’s store listening to him tell how his 
benefactions had outgrown his facilites. A customer 
came in and while Mr. Nahigian was waiting on him, a 
young woman, disheveled and breathless, rushed into 
the store and gasped out, “Oh, Mr. Nahigian, have you 
seen Tootsie?” 

Mr. Nahigian had not seen Tootsie—Tootsie, it de- 
veloped later, being the young woman’s pet poodle— 
but he lost all interest in the sale while he commiserat- 
ed with the young woman over the possible loss of 
her pet. She rushed out and in about half an hour 
came back beaming and announced that the maughty 
Tootsie had taken advantage of an open door and had 
gone a-visiting. She was found at a neighbor's, sitting 
at the dinner table with the family and having the 
time of her young life. The young woman was 80 
happy that she went all the way home and brought 
back a young rabbit, another of her pets, for Mr. 
Nahigian’s inspection. 

Within less than a year 200 dogs have been brought 
into Mr. Nahigian’s place. Of this number two died, 
83 were chloroformed and the remainder were placed 
in good homes. The only conditions he imposed upon 
those to whom he gave dogs was that they should be 
kept on the premises and never allowed to go on the 
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the friend of all dogs. 

Also, he de- 
manded that the new owner agree, 
in the event he decided he did not 
want the animal any longer, to re- 
turn it to Mr. Nahigian instead of 
turning it loose. 

All this entailed much effort and 
time, especially the latter, so Mr.

He got to thinking the 
thing over and made the discovery 
that St. Louis is the only large city 
which does not maintain a municipal 
refuge for dogs, the city pound ex-

In the course of his inquiry, Mr. Nahigian discovered 
that in San Francisco a shelter for homeless dogs is 
maintained that cares on an average for 300 animals. 
In Boston, approximate:ty 1200 dogs are on hand at all 
times ard in London, about 1500. He, however, is 
not an advocate of such a large shelter for St. Louis, 
believing that of this city’s dog populstion of about 
50,000, at least four-fifths o. them should be exter- 
minated. He is interested in seeing the establishment 
of a shelter where not more than 25 dogs would be 
kept at a time. In explanation of this, he says:

This interesting fact has just come to light in the 
discovery of the hero's long lost library, which a 
student, browsing about the famous old Athenaeum in 
Boston, blundered upon, stored in a trustee’s room, in 
a rare Colonial bookcase made especially for the col- 
lection. The library contains 360 volumes and 750 
pamphlets. Researches showed that it was purchased 
in 1847 from a book collector; but for many years the 
existence of the precious library had been forgotten. 

Of the entire library, as has been said, less than 12 
books are technical treatises upon military science. 
That there.were no more was not Washington's fault; 
the fact was that these were probably the only works 
then published in the English language. It appears 
certain that he had agents on constant lookout for the 
most up-to-date military publications. Thus did he 
apply the principles of préparedness to himself, keeping 
his mind in step with the latest developments of the 
art of war. 

When Thomas Hanson, an American soldier, brought 
out a work on the Prussian system of tactics in 1775, 
Washington instantly commissioned his Philadelphia 
agent, William Trickett, to procure a copy for him. 
Trickett’s bookshop faced “Black-horse alley, in Front 
street, near Market street.” The achievements of Fred- 
erick the Great and his marshals had brought the 
Prussian maneuvers into universal fame, for during 
seven years Frederick, aided only by England, fought 
at once against France, Russia, Austria, Sweden and 
many of the South German states. 


Washington's well-worn copy of this work is in the 
Athenaeum collection just discovered. How well he 
studied it and digested the tactics of the great Fritz 
may be judged from the fact that the aged Prussian 
King held Washington’s military talents in the high- 
est respect, following his campaigns diligently on a 
map, and often remarking, on some clever stroke of 
the American chieftain: “That is exactly what I should 
have done.” 

The book is bound in white vellum, mottled with 
pale blue and green. There were once two small brass 
clasps, but one is lacking. The volume is about an 
inch thick and some six inches square. On the front 
cover there is a crude design which seems to have 
been intended for a three-cornered Colonial hat. Above 
it is the legend, “Americans Prove True, 1775,” and 
below it, “Hanson’s Prussian Evolutions’ and the 
motto, “God Be With You.” The inscription on the 
title page is as follows: 

“The Prussian Evolutions in Actual Engagements, 
both in Platoons and Sub and Grand Divisions, explain- 
ing All the different Evolutions and Maneuvres in 
Firing, Standing, Advancing and Retreating. Which 
Were exhibited before his present Majesty, May 8, 
1769; and before John, Duke of Argyle, on the Links 
of Leith, near Edinburgh, in 1771. With some additions

Touching upon the dearth of competent military 
writings, Hanson says in the preface: “From the great 
reputation of the British Arms, men would be apt to 
imagine that several treatises of the Art of War were 
to be met with in one’s language.” The author then 
proceeds to assert that “nothing of the kind exists.” 
The work was published by subscription, and a list 
of the subscribers is given. It includes the names of 
John Adams, John Hancock, Quartermaster-General 
Thomas Mifflin, His Excellency Philip Schuyler, His

Another much worn work in the 
collection is “The Manoeuvres” of 
Maj. Young, an officer of the British 
Army, which was published in Lon- 
don in 1771. It includes the instructions to his officers 
given by Gen. James Wolfe, hero of Montreal. The 
table of contents of the two volumes reads quaintly as 
follows: 

“Manoeuvres or Practical Observations on the Art of 
War. Vol I—1i, The Manual Exercise: 2, An Essay on 
the Command of Small Detachments; 3, A New System 
of Fortification by Making Use of Standing Timber; 
4, General Wolfe’s Instructions to Young Officers. 

“Vol. II.—1, Manoeuvres for a Battalion of Infantry; 
2, Manoeuvres for a Battalion and Brigade of Infantry; 
3. Manoeuvres in general, with a short table, contain- 
ing about 240 different movements, and with 62 Copper- 
Plates.” 

A note at the bottom of the title page reveals the 
curious information that at the publisher’s might be 
obtained ivory or wooden pieces, like chessmen, with 
which to work out the various evolutions. 


The author begins his work in pointed fashion: 
“An officer who has seen only the common Exercise, 
the formalities of parading the Piquet, the Marching 
Off of the Quarter Guard and receiving regularly the 
Rounds, will find himself at a loss when these give 
way to more material service—that is to say, when 
he is ordered to deploy an advance of the rear Guard, 
to cover a Foraging Party, take a fort near the Enemy, 
to defend a chateau, a village, a Bridge, etc,” 


The same idea is brought out in Gen. Wolfe’s “In- 
structions,” which begin with these words: 


“When a young gentleman betakes himself to the 
profession of arms, he should seriously reflect upon 
the nature and duties of the way of life he has entered 
into, and consider that it is not as the generality of 
people vainly imagine, learning a little of the Exercise, 
saluting gracefully, forming his platoon in his turn, 
mounting a few guards (carelessly enough) and finally, 
exposing his person bravely in the day of battle; which 
will deservedly, and in the opinion of judges, earn him 
the character of a good officer: No, he must learn 
cheerfully to obey his superiors, and see that their 
orders and his own be punctually executed. A young 
officer should never think he does too much.” 


Others of the military works found in the collection 
are “The Art of War,” by “the Town-Major of Toulon,” 
and Louis Andre Clairac’s “The Field Engineer, In- 
cluding Marshall Saxe’s New System of Fortification.” 
This work was published in Dublin in 1758. 


There are also.“‘The Partisan, of the Art of Making 
War in Detachment; with the Movements of Light 
Troops:” and Guillaume Le Blond’s “The Military 
Engineer, or a Treatise on the Attack and Defense of 
all Kinds of Fortified Places.” These were in the main 
the books on which Washington nourished his military 
genius. They would all easily be contained in a small 
handbag.

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So it reads in part. There are more than sixty pages 
of holdings—really, they look as if Mr. Harkness owned 
something in every paying enterprise in the country. It 
is the summation of a regal fortune, everything in divi- 
dend payers, and no wildcat shares at all. 

“In the matter of the appraisal under the transfer tax 
law of the estate of Lamon V. Harkness,” was the cap- 
tion of certain papers filed on July 3 last before Surro- 
gate Fowler in New York. 


They set forth that the oil multimillionaire had died 
without a will (he meant to) and that the entire estate 
was to be divided between his three children, Harry S. 
Harkness, Lela Harkness Edwards, wife of Dr. Ogden 
M. Edwards Jr. of 5607 Fifth avenue, Pittsburg: and 
Myrtle Harkness Macomber, wife a A. King Macomber of 
Paicines, Cal. 


Immediately the legal machinery was set going—here 
was an estate where the value could not be disputed: the 
trouble was that immediately the heirs filed papers set- 
ting forth that Mr. Harkness was a legal resident of the 
State of Kentucky. Presumbly Comptroller Travis re- 
tained Mr. Wingate to take issue on this point before 
Transfer Tax Appraiser Joseph W. Spencer. And some 
very interesting developments ensued at the hearings in- 
numerable—hearing that only recently terminated, after 
months of argument and testimony, the whole matter to 
be decided by the Surrogate next month. 


Without comment it may be stated that Mr. Harkness 
had three residences—New York, Kentucky, California— 
as it pleased him. He paid his income tax in California. 
~ often gave that as his residence. Whenever he gave a 
a. or social address his residence was New York, 
it is indisputed he kept his property. But for 
présent purposes of taxation, his home was Kentucky. 
California taxes a resident only on the personal prop- 
erty physically within the State. So, for the personal 
tax, Mr. Harkness dwelt there. When he was taxed $25,- 
000 on personality in New York, he swore he lived in 
California. He only kept his securities in New York. 
So New York couldn't tax him and California didn't. 
Then how about Kentucky? The answer is simple: 
When Mr. Harkness’ annual tax return was filed, as 
the law of that State requires, no mention was made of 
any securities at all, though that State taxes personal 
property. In plain English, Mr. Harkness didn't pay in 
New York because he didn't live there; or in California, 
because the personality wasn't physically there: or in

So, right here is the place to put it in—suit has been 
filed in the County Court at Lexington, Ky., by Sheriff 
Bradly, against the oil man’s estate for back taxes on 
personality put down as $100,000,000. The taxes and 
penalty would be $7,600,000. 

This suit was filed when the Harkness heirs, to avoid 
paying the New York inheritance tax, stated their fa- 
ther to be a legal resident of Kentucky. Why not Cali- 
fornia? The laws taxing California inheritances are 
as drastic as the personal tax laws are lax. And there 
is no inheritance tax for direct heirs in Kentucky. 

In proof; of his New York residence the State sub- 
mitted much interesting testimony. On the registers of 
the Waldorf and the St. Regis, his home was put down 
as New York. In the death notices, 933 Fifth avenue, 
New York, was given as the home, and he was buried in 
Woodlawn, which is within the city limits. When he 
went up for membership in the three clubs—the New 
York Yacht, the Columbia Yacht and the New York 
Athletic—-he gave his residence as New York. When 
he paid the tax on his foreign-built yacht he gave his 
home as New York. 

New York State showed that Mr. Harkness kept bank 
accounts at the Garfield National and the Second Na- 
tional and paid his Kentucky bills with checks on these 
institutions. It was also proved that his name was on 
the office door at 353 Fifth avenue. His sworn baggage 
declaration on his return from Europe one year was 
given as California—in Los Angeles County. When he 
swore off his $25,000 New York tax (it would have cost 
him about $500) he gave himself’as temporarily residing 
in Kentucky, but a resident of California. 

Mr. Harkness, being a resident of the United States, 
anyway had to pay an income tax. He paid it in San 
Francisco, with a check drawn on the Equitable Trust 
Co. of New York, in favor of John C. Lowe, Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 

When New York State tried to find out how much, the 
United States Treasury officials refused to say. There- 
upon New York subpenaed the canceled check from the 
estate, and it is an exhibit in the matter today. It was 
for $50,740.36. This check is a matter of great im- 
portance, for the Federal law provides that the income 
tax must be paid either where the payer has his resi- 
dence or place of business. But the heirs say he paid in 
San Francisco because it was convenient. 

All these facts have been brought out in the apparently 
interminable testimony. Scores of witnesses have been 
summoned. The dead man is even quoted as saying, in 
proof of the contention that at least one time he didn’t 
live in California: “Myrtle went a good ways to find 
someone to marry,” meaning his daughter married a

Ever notice that no two of his pic- 
tures are identical ?—Jo Davidson, 
sculptor of international standing, 
who has just completed a bust of 
the chief Executive, gives a plausi- 
ble explanation—A man of many 
phases and no photograph satis- 

factorily reveals all of them 


T is a rather curious fact that relatively few 
persons in the United States are able to 
agree that any photograph of the President 
of our country is a good photograph of the 
man Woodrow Wilson. Pictures ef him are 
numerous. No well-rezulated’) newspaper 
office is without a big assortment of them. 

Yet no one portrait is exactly like any other. Even 
the caricaturists, those masters of the art of ex- 
aggeration, are discordant, while as for Woodrow 
Wilson posters and paintings—they are abomina- 
tions, monstrosities! 

Why should this be so? The answer is not easily 
found. Some variations are to be expected in dif- 
ferent photographs of the same individual, but why 
should these variations be more pronounced in the 
case of President Wilson than in any other? 

As good an explanation as any other is that of 
Jo Davidson. Jo Davidson is a sculptor of interna- 
tienal reputation. An American, 
he has long been a student in 


Europe. Great men of our day 
have sat for him. Havelock gs 
Ellis, -Israel Zangwill, George 
Brandes, Rabindranath Tagore, - 
Arnold Dolnutch, Lord North- 
cliffe, Ambassador Page, scores 
of others. The triumph of the 


plastic art is to model, not mere- 
ly the lineaments of a man, but 
to mark the impress of all the 
things in that man’s soul whith 
make him different from .- all 
other men. Nature’s chisel has 
tried to reveal these things in 
the impressionable material of 
which his mortal body is com- 
posed, and the sculptor tries to 
copy them in marble. A diffi- 
cult task, indeed! 

Only a few weeks ago, David- 
son finished a bust of Woodrow 
Wilson. He came from France 
to do the work. He visited the 
President seven times, at all of 
which he devoted all his facul- 
ties to a study of the person-

ality. His purpose was to catch the man at mo- 
ments of relaxation, when he had forgotten, for the 
time at least, that he was “sitting for a portrait.” 
At the end of that period the bust had been com- 
pleted. 


Davidson believes that character is more or less 
revealed in the physiognomy. “I never saw a big 
man with a commonplace face,” he is wont to re- 
mark. Environment, personal habits, one’s philos- 
ophy of life all go to assist the invisible hand that 
is tracing the lineaments of the face. As a man 
Not that 
the alterations are so noticeable in the structure of 
the head as in the appearance of the face, but simply 
that the appearance of the same individual will be 
different at different periods of his development. 


If a man were of simnte composition, if he. had 
only one all-absorbing passion and interest in life, 
it would be comparatively easy to catch the expres-

President Wilson is such’: an individua] in the 
artist’s opinion. He is a kind man, kindly in his 
impulses and. at times he exudes kindliness. Yet 
also he is a man of iron determination who, when 
he wills a thing, drives at it relentlessly. 

The President is a man of great dynamic force, in 
Davidson’s opinion—a man who wants to get a thing 
done and gets it done, a good executive. Yet at the 


‘same time he is a thinker, whose views of life are 


strongly marked by the sign manual of meditative 
philosophy. 

The sculptor found the President a man with a 
keen sense of humor, a pleasant geniality, an excel- 
lent raconteur and, at the same time, a man who 
takes life seriously, who never loses his sense of pro- 
portions and who feels the solemnity and restraint 
of his high responsibilities. 

He found Mr. Wilson a man of refinement, esthetic, 
cultured, with all the graces of a modern gentleman 
and yet thoroughly democratic in his every thought 
and action, an aristocrat in conduct who 18 passion- 
ately democratic in outlook. 

How to get a single portrait of him that would 
reveal all these eight and often opposing phases of 
character was a puzzling question. That is David- 
son’s explanation of the mystery of the Wilson 
photographs. They are so different because the 
original is different at dif- 
ferent times. 

“As a general thing,” Mr.
